them  imeili:-ii)le.  VVIku  thisi;)  mtellitient- 
Iv  and  <■  'liS'it'ntiou^ly  done  it  is  verv 
rare  that  ihere  can  be  any  disagreement 
as  to  the  trtio  reiuiinj;  ct  a  dispateh.  It 
wa3  not  coiK-eientioasIy  done  by  the 
Pioneer  wben  a  dispatch  was  received  as 
follows :

Moreover  tie  soldiers  do 
not  vote  by  corps.  >;o  other  soldiers  'are 
givin;;iheif  votes  for  the  Pr.  sideny-'^biii 
the  New  York  sol  liers.  wLj  are  distribu- 
ted by  regiments  throughout  all  the  seve- 
ral corps.  The  soluiers  horn  other  States 
do  not  vote  till  November  So  it  is  rot 
only  impossible  that  "ecery  corps  have 
givun  majorities  fur  MoCl-ellan,  while  tii 
others  he  ha-s  receiveu  only  tbr.e  or  ioui 
votes ;"  but  it  is  impossible  that  any  corps 
has  giveu  a  m.ijority  lor  aiiybo.iy.  simply 
because  no  corps  has  voted,  li  is  tber 
quite  obvious  (1)  that  the  word 
"corps"'  was  uot  intended  to  be 
used,  and  (2)  that  the  word 
"every"  was  not  intended  to  be  used, 
not  only  because  it  is  inconsistent  witl: 
the  correhtive  "others,"  but  becaus-  it  i.- 
used  in  conned  ion  with  the  plural  verb 
"have,"  showing  that  the  nominative  wa.- 
also  originally  in  tie  plural. 

Now  the  ordinary  telegraphic  abbrevia- 
tion for  thenoid 'companies,' IS  "comps," 
and  the  word  which  the  Pioneer  gives  a^ 
"corps."  was  written  viry  indistinctly 
over  an  erased  word,  and  it  looked  a^^ 
much  like  "comps,"  as  "corps."  Evident- 
Iv,  it  was  "comps,"  or  C'jw/^aniVff  which 
was  intended,  because  it  is  by  companies 
that  the  soldiers  vote.  All  the  telegrapl.. 
announcements  ol  results  are  by  eomp;'. 
nies.  Having  got  thus  far  in  deeipherii' i 
the  dispatch,  let  us  see  how  it  reads. 

'•Ererii  Companies  of  soldiers  in  the  /.rniy 
of  the  Potomac  /laie  iriven  lieiivy  majoritie« 
for  McClellan  while  in  others  he  has  only  r  - 
ceived  three  or  four  voti  s. 

The  word  "every"  mikes  nonsense  ol 
the  whole  dispat«;h,  as  in  the  Pioneer  vis- 
ion, for  it  makes  not  only  bad  grammar 
but  bad  sense,  in  its  opposition  to  "  o:h- 
ets."  Now  "every"  is  very  similar  in  it> 
spelling  to  "several.'  The  dropping  o! 
the  first  letter  over  the  wir,  s  accounts  for 
the  operator's  using  the  impossible  word 
"  everv,"  and  just  such  mi.>t:ikes  occur 
in  nearly  every  di.->pa''-h.  The  word 
••several''  at  once  makes  grammar  aiui 
sense  of  the  dispatch,  which  is  otherwise 
nonsensical  and  angrammatical,  and  har- 
monises every  part  of  the  conte.xt.  We

C»OV.  JOU-liMOai'!*  TC»T  OATH. 

The  State  of  Teniie«iee  is  recognized 
by  Congress,  as  a  State  in  rebellion,  and 
as  such  is  plaf-ed  under  a  military  govern- 
ment, and  excluded  by  law  from  repre- 
sentation in  the  electoral  college.  No 
jurist  of  any  party  maintains  its  right  to 
participate  formally  in  the  Fiesidentiai 
election.  All  alike,  agree  in  refusing  ir 
that  right,  except  the  Union  men  o( 
Tennessee — who  insist  upon  voting  any- 
how, whether  their  votes  are  received  or 
not.  Though  their  votes  are  very  certain 
not  be  counted  and  can  have  no  more  to 
lo^al  efFect  than  tiie  informal  votes  taker. 
on  a  steamboat  or  railroad,  (Jovernor 
Jobnjon,  in  deference  to  the  wishes  o  ' 
the  Union  men  of  his  State,  and  with 
a  view  probably  of  ascertaining  the  dis- 
positions of  the  now  resident  population 
of  Tennessee,  has  ordered  an  election 
for  Presidential  electors — and  with  a 
view  to  exclude  rebels  from  the  polls  has 
preacribe<l  a  very  stringent  test  oath  fM 
follows : 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  w  ill  heRcpforth 
support  the  Constitution  of 'he  United  :>lHtos, 
and  defend  it  against  the  a«sanlts  of  its  ene- 
mies; that  I  am  an  ative  friend  of  the 
Government  of  the  T'nitcd  States,. ind  the  en- 
my  of  the  so-called  Coniederate  States;  that  I 
ardently  desire  the  suppression  of  the  re- 
l)elllon  ajr  iinst  the  United  States ;  that  I  sin- 
cerely rejoice  in  the  triumph  of  the  armies 
and  navies  of  the  United  .'^tate.',  and  in  the  de- 
feat and  overthrow  of  the  armies,  navies,  and 
of  ail  armed  combinaiiims  of  the  so-called 
Confederate  States;  that  I  will  cordially  op- 
pose all  armistice  or  negotiations  of  peace 
with  reticls  in  arms,  until  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  .States  and  all  laws  and  proclama- 
tions maile  in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  he 
established  over  all  the  people  ol'  every  State 
and  Territory  embraced  within  the  National 
Union,  and  tieiti  will  aid  and  assist  ihe  loyal 
people  in  whatever  measure  may  he  adopted 
for  the  attainment  of  those  ends,  and  further 
that  I  take  this  oath  freely  and  voluntarily 
and  without  mental  reservation.  So  help  me 
Ood." 

Now  there  is  nothing  in  that  oath  which 

any  loyal  Tennesseean  cannot  take,  and 

no   disloyal    inaa   can    take   it.      It  thus 

esrves  the   purpose  which  Gov.  Johnson 


evidently    intended  by    it :    to    separate 
the  sheep  (rom  the  goats  in  Tennessee. 

But  it  servos  a  much  more  comprehen- 
sive and  useful  purpose  than  was  perhaps 
contemplated  by  its  framer.  It  not  only 
serve*  to  eliminat-.'  rebels  in  tlisguise 
from  the  professed  Unionists  of  Tennes- 
see ;  but  it  also  serves  ei|ua!iy  well,  in 
the  violence,  with  whioh  it  is  a^saileil  by 
Northern  Copperheads,  to  diseloce  the 
real  aiais  of  th.U  tre.isonableorga:ii;:ation. 
They  unai-.imously  deelaie  that  the  ellect 
of  that  oath  is  to  exclude  the  frii'nds  of 
(Jeneral  AlcClelian  inTcnne.-seefrom  tl.c 
poiis  ;  that  i!ie  o:ith  I.s  in  e.spiess  contra- 
vention of  (he  dtciaraiion  of  the  Chic.-<go 
Plattorm  ;  that  it  insists  as  a  te.st  of  loy- 
alty in  the  voter,  that  he  shall  swear  that 
he  desires  the  triumph  of  a  war  which  the 
Chi.  ago  Platform  condemns  as  a  fail- 
ure and  an  unjust,  inbiiiiun  and  despotic; 
and  that  he  opposes  those  "armistices 
and  negotiations  with  rebels  in  arms" 
wLich  ate  proposed  by  the  Chicago 
Platform  as  the  main  issue  of  it^ 
opppositiun     to       the       Admniistration. 

Now,  all  this  is  perfectly  true.  No 
one  who  stands  upon  the  Chicago  plat 
form  can  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  Gov. 
Johnson  as  a  test  of  loyally.  But  it  will 
also  be  observed  that  the  latdt  is  not  with 
the  oa;u.  but  with  the  platform,  and  tha. 
if  the  oath  were  of  such  a  character  as  to 
permit  th '  friends  of  the  Chicago  plat- 
form to  vote,  there  is  not  a  Teiuiessee 
rebel  in  the  armies  ol  Jeff.  Davis  who 
would  not  eagerly  and  he.irtily  vote  for 
the  candidate  who  stands  upon  i!'. 

It  is  because  the  platlorm  is  essentially 
disloyal,  that  any  test  of  loyalty,  compre- 
hersive  enough  to  exclude  traitors,  must 
also  exclude  the  friends  of  the  Chicago 
platform.  Such  tests  arc  necessary  in 
rebel  Siatss,  if  the  exercise  of  the  right 
ot  suffrage  is  pernutted  at  all,  or  ofhi.^r- 
wise  the  rebels,  open  or  disguised,  would 
have  matters  enlirvly  their  owu  way ;  but 
in  this  ease  as  the  election  is  entirely  in- 
fonnal  and  nominal,  and  of  course  void, 
the  Copp'.'.-head  dc-nunciationa  of  th>i  0t.tb 
have  no  other  ttfect  tiian  to  disclose  their 
sympathy  witii  the  rnbels.  So  much  for 
that.

He  declines  to  iriterl'i.re  in  the 
matter,  on  ih-;  ground  that  it  is  purely  mr. 
afi'.iir  oi  .State  conce;!:.  The  .Stale  (»ov- 
ernment  iji  now  lodged  iu  a  Military  Gov- 
ernor, who  can  adopt  what  rciulation^ 
he  drtems  best  lor  the  public  interest 
there,  untd  su'^h  time  as  a  Civil  Govern 
ment  is  establishetl.  The  question  ol 
the  adinissiiiility  cf  the  vote  of  renne.'see 
is  one  wiiicb  he  has  nothing  to  do  with, 
and  of  course  does  not  express  any  opin- 
ion upon  it.  It  belongs  to  another  De- 
parfroent  of  the  GoVi-rnmei:t.  The  re- 
ply conciiteiy  disposes  of  all  the  capital 
whieb  the  Copperheads  Lave  endeavored 
to  make  out  of  this  alfil.-.

Whereui/on  we  see  the  (Chicago  Tri- 
bune insists  that  Pendleton  has  turned  ti 
somersauit.  We  fail  to  see  anything  ol 
the  sort.  Pendleton  means  by  "regard 
for  the  Union,"  just  what  the  Chicago 
Convention  meant  by  "  adhering  to  the 
Union,"  that  is'.'as  a  confederation  of  in- 
dependent State  Sovereigiities,  from 
which  any  State  may  recede  at  will ;  and 
when  he  sp(!aks  of  "  terms- prescribed  in 
the  Constitution,"  and  the  "re  establish- 
ment of  the  fJovernment  on  its  old  found- 
ation,"he  means  simply  that  construction 
and  that  theory  of  its  foundation,  which 
the  rebel  Vi;e  President  Alex.  Stephens, 
ill  his  recent  letter,  set  forth  as  consist- 
ing in : 

"The  simple  recognition  of  the  fundamental 
principle  and  truth  upon  which  all  American 
>'on.s<i<i/<(&»i«/ liberty  is  founded,  and  upon 
the  muiiitenance  of  which  alone  it  c;mt)e  ))re- 
served,  that  i — the  Soverignty,  the  ultimate, 
absolute  Si'Tcrei^nty  of  the  states.  '1  he  old 
Confederation  was  f.irmed  upon  this  princi- 
ple. The  old  l'nion  was  founded  vpon  this 
principle.  No  i.iiA(;i"K  .^.n  be  mrtinlaiiied  be- 
tween any  St-ites  North  or  South,  securing 
public  lil>crty  upon  any  other  principle." 

This  "fundiineiital  principle"  of  Cal- 
houn's State  rights,'  secession  theory  of 
the  "Union  and  the  Constitution."  ib  the 
"old  foundation"  upon  which  Mr.  Pendle- 
ton would  "re-establish  thg  Government,'' 
a  principle  which,  if  true,  justifies  the  re- 
bellion ami  justifies  the  declaration  of  the 
Chicago  platform  that;  "justice,  humani- 
ty, liberty  and  the  public  welfare  demand 
the  immedi  ite  cessation"  of  the  war  (or 
its  suppression.

DISPATCH  FROM   GEN.    SULLY. 


The  Indians  ask  for  Peace  and 
Propose   a  C'ourerence. 


Gen.  Sibley  received  dispatches  from 
Gen.  Sully  yesterday,  dated  at  Crow 
Creek  Agency,  (Fo»t  Thompson)  on  the 
Missouri,  October  lOtb,  announcing  his 
arrival  at  that  post  from  Fort  Rice.  On 
the  8th  be  met  six  companies  of  the  1st 
U.  S.  Volunteers  in  camp  at  Farm 
Island,  on  their  way  to  Foit  Rice.  They 
ex[)e<'ted  to  reach  that  post  on  the  17tb. 
The  General  states  that  he  was  mnch 
pleased  with  the  appearance  of  the  offi- 
cers and  men  of  this  regiment. 

He  also  states  that  after  he  left  Fort 
Bice,  three  bead  chiefs  of  the  hostile  In- 
dians came  in  with  a  flag  of  Iruce.  They 
had  been  in  the  battles  this  year,  and  ac- 
knowledged that  they  were  badly  beaten. 
They  said  th:it  they  were  not  a  match  for 
the  whites,  and  wanted  to  know  on  what 
terms  they  could  make  peace. 

The  commanding  officer  replied  that 
they  could  have  peace  on  condition  that 
they  behave  themselves,  and  would  not 
molest  the  whites.  One  of  the  chiefs  is 
leader  of  the  Unkpapa  band,  and  named 
Bare  Ri'js. 

They  went  away  again,  saying  that  they 
would  come  back  with  some  of  their  head 
men  and  hold  a  conference  upon  the  sub. 
jfct.  The  friendly  Indians  at  the  Fort  say 
they  have  no  doubt  they  will  return  and 
make  peace.  As  their  camp  is  a  long  dis- 
tance away  they  may  be  prevented,  by 
cold  wca'-her,  from  returning  before 
spring. 

Gen.  Sully  writes  that  he  thinks  the 
prospect  looks  bright  for  finishing  the 
troubles  west  of  the  Missouri,  but  en 
this  side,  the  British  Possessions  being 
used  by  the  Indians  as  a  pUce  of  refuge 
wdl  delay  the  termination  of  the  war.

A  correspondtrt  of  the  London  Time.* 
tells  the  following  ttorj- :  "On  the  3d 
instant  I  was  <.  iie  of  three  travell^'rs  by 
the  8  40  p.  M.  limiteil  mail  from  the  Eus- 
ton-Square  Station.  We  occupied  a  lirst- 
class  comparment  in  t  he  Glasgow  carriage 
The  train  bad  birely  started  wben  we 
saw  a  man's  hand  pushed  out  from  below 
the  seat  opposite,  immediately  followed 
by  his  head  and  body.  In  a  moment  he 
was  standing  before  uj,  saying,  "believe 
me,  gentlemen,  I  am  not  Midler,"  follow- 
ed by  a  long  story  of  his  being  in  con 
sumption  and  wanting  to  go  to  Stafford, 
as  he  said,  "to  die."  I  fancy  he 
then  found  he  had  made  a 
mistake ;  three  to  one  were  odds 
he  had  not  calculnted  upon,  and  af- 
ter some  pleasant  conversation  we  got 
him  to  take  his  old  position,  much  to  our 
gratification.  We  had  two  hours  before 
us  before  the  train  would  stop.  To  com- 
municate our  position  to  any  was  impos- 
sible, the  train  going  forty  miles  an  hour 
at  least.  At  last  we  arrived  at  Rugby, 
and  when  we  called  the  guard,  and  he 
removed  our  fellow-traveller.  I  can  assure 
you  it  was  some  relief.  Had  there  been 
but  one  of  us,  or  had  there  been  only  la- 
dies, perhaps  be  might  have  said,  '  I  am 
another  Muller,'  and  have  acted  in  the 
same  way.  At  any  rate,  we  were  all 
thankful  to  get  out  of  it  so  well  and  rid 
of  such  a  companion." 


THE  ST.  ALBANS  RAID. 

Details  of  tbe  All'alrbyan  Eye 
Witueits. 

The  Troy  Times  contains  a  graphic  ac- 
count of  the  raid  into  St.  Albans,  by  an 
eye-witness  of  the  transaction,  Mr.  Bald- 
win, conductor  of  the  sleeping  car  train 
from  Rouse's  Point  to  Troy.  We  make 
the  following  cxtiacts : 

THK    STEALTHY  ARRKIVAL. 

About  a  week  ago  some  strangers  came  to 
Iward  at  the  .\merican  Hotel  and  the  Tremont 
iu  St.  Alban's.  Uuc  ot  them,  calluig  himself 
Colonel,  tippearcd  to  be  a  prominent  one 
among  them.  He  was  a  man  ot  medium 
size,  about  thirty-five  years  of  age,  and  ap- 
peared to  have  no  other  name  than  that  of 
Colonel.  Others  of  the  i>any,  who  subse- 
quently proved  1 1  be  thieves  and  murderers, 
were  h;it)ited  in  the  uniform  of  L'nited  States 
otheeis,  uud  all  wore  a  sort  of  wrapper  or 
cape,  and  each  carried  a  satchel  slung  by  a 
shoulder  strap  at  the  left  side,  after  the  man- 
ner of  English  sportsmen.  There  seemed  to 
be  no  concert  of  action  between  any  of  these 
men — no  c<mversation  ensued  that  would  at- 
tract attention — to  all  appearances,  they  were 
substitute  brokers,  eoutiactors  or  speculators, 
such  as  are  otien  seen  in  irouiier  lowns^St- 
Albans  (King  only  siMteii  miles  from  the 
Canada  line.  Un  Tuesday  uight,  tiie  strangers 
in  the  village  were  reinforced  by  others  wUo 
arrived  in  the  tr.iin  trom  Rouse's  Point,  and 
new  taces  appeared  at  the  breakfast  tables  ot 
the  hotels.  Un  Wednesday  morumg  a  further 
batch  of  conspirators  arri\ed,  till  about  thirty 
raiders  had  collected.  And  theu  the  plot  was 
ripe  for  exeeutiou. 

HOW  THK     .M'T.ACK    COMMENCfU. 

At  3  o'clock  p.  M.  on  Wednesd.iy,  Oct.  U» 
St.  Albiins  was  in  a  state  of  apparent  quiet 
common  to  New  England  towns.  Our  infor- 
mant. Conductor  Ualdwin,  was  suinding  on 
the  steps  of  the  Americim  Hotel,  just  as  the 
town  bell  rang  out  the  hourot  3  o'clock.when 
he  saw  a  man  coming  out  of  the  door  ot  the 
First  National  Bank,  and  as  he  did  so  a  citi- 
zen knocked  him  down.  A  second  was  also 
Uoored ;  but  the  third  had  a  pistol  in  his  hiind 
and  the  eiii/.eu  retreated.  The  conductor 
thought  the  aifair  was  the  freak  of  some 
driiuken  men,  but  soon  he  saw  symptoms  of  a 
di:stur>mnee  at  other  points.  Several  men  ap- 
])eared  to  be  ru>hiiig  about  with  pistols,  in 
p-trties  of  irom  live  to  ten.  One  of  these  gaiMs 
met  a  .Mr.  Morrison  and  presented  a  weapon 
to  hiiii,  demanding  his  surrender.  He  an- 
swered;  "You  arc  joking  boys."  They  fired 
and  he  fell,  weltering  iu  his  blood.  Our  in 
formant  saw  him  throw  up  his  hands  and  then 
sink  to  the  ground,  and  then  be  realiiied  tor 
the  first  time  that  the  vill.tgc  was  attacktd  by 
an  organized  bi  dv  of  men,  bent  on  pillage 
and  regardless  of  human  life. 

BANKS    HOBB£l) — l-EOFLB    IHOT. 

Meanwhile  the  attack  had  been  8imnlti:n 
feousoniuc  three  I  anks — tbe  First  Nationai, 
Franklin  County  iind.M.  Alb.ui8.  Parties  en- 
tered each.  When  the  Tellei  orCashxr,  sus- 
pecting no  evil,  asked  what  they  demeil,  the 
leader  presented  a  pistol,  with  Ihe  exclama- 
lion,  "  You  are  my  prisoners.  If  you  move 
an  inch,  we'll  blow  you  through."  Others  ot 
the  gang  then  went  to  the  vault  and  drawers, 
and  laid  violent  hands  on  all  the  specie,  t'ills 
and  other  articles  which  they  could  tind,  and 
hllcd  the  side  satchels  which  each  wore,  as  be- 
lore  described.  Of  course  resistance  was  use- 
less for  the  surprise  was  complete. 

At  the  Franklin  County  Bank,  the  raiders 
pushed  the  Cashier.  Mr  Beardsley,  and  one 
of  the  clerks  into  the  vault  and  locked  them 
up,  and  the  prisoners  were  not  released  until 
late  iu  the  night. 

A  KEION  OF   TEnUOK. 

Then  commenced  a  reign  of  terror  in  the 
village.  Plunder  had  been  accomplished  and 
vi.jKnce  followed.  The  raid  was  brief  but  the 
scene  must  have  been  terrible  while  it  lasted. 
The  thiitv  or  more  marauders  rushed  up  and 
down  the  streets  tiring  their  pisUjls  in  every 
direction,  whenever  they  saw  a  citizen  or  a 
group  of  men.  they  would  ai'ii  iu  that  di- 
rection. They  had  magnitieent  arms— seven 
sho  ters — and  as  fast  as  one  weapon  was  un- 
loaded they  drew  another  and  kept  op  the  fu- 
silade  Mr  Baldwin  says  he  can  only  I.ken 
the  sounds  to  a  Fourth  of  July  morning  m  a 
large  city.  There  was  a  continuous  biingl 
bang!t>ing!  Of  course  this  recRless  use  of 
lire  arms  could  not  continue  long  with  no- 
body hurt  The  sberilf  of  the  county  soon 
fell;  Mr.  Huntington  was  shot  while  resisting 
the  rol(l>ery  of  his  store;  a  woman,  whose 
name  we  eouldnot  learn,  fell,  and,  more  das- 
tardly than  all,  ns  the  guerrillas  were  leaving, 
they  saw  a  little  girl  on  the  street,  and  want- 
only killed  her.  And  the  bullets  were  flying 
around  among  the  buildings  in  the  Main- 
street,  nearly  all  of  which  bear  marks  of  lead, 
windows  were  broken,  blinds  were 
chipped  and  peopic  wounded  It 
was   a  scence  that  beggars  all  description. 

THE  "chivalry"   as    HORSK-THIEVEt. 

Of  course,  the  entire  populace  rushed  into 
the  streets.  They  had  no  idea  of  the  cause 
of  the  disturbance— for  they  were  engaged  in 
their  usual  daily  avocations,  and  the  raid  was 
'•like  thunder  from  a  clear  sky."  The  guer- 
rillas, as  ihey  rushed  through  the  tjwn,  stop- 
ped all  the  citizens  they  met,  and  gathered 
them  in  Squads  under  guard  of  a  few  men 
armed  with  pistols — retaining  them  as  pri.s- 
oners  on  the  common.  Meanwhile,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  banditti  started  to  w  cnre  hor- 
ses. They  took  two  from  Field's  livery  sta- 
ble, live  from  Fuller's  several  from  the 
American  and  Tremont  stables,  and  a  !?l,'iOO 
span  from  Mr.  Clark,  ot  Butland — securing 
atx)ut  thirty  in  all.  Their  adroitness  in  cut- 
ting olt  harness  was  marvelous ;  and  the  con- 
tents of  the  saddle  makers'  shops  soon  en- 
abled the  villians  to  become  cavalry,  instead 
of  foot-pads. 

THREATS  OP  THB  "COSrEDKRATES.*' 

Meanwhile  their  threats  were  terrible.  "We 
will  t)urn  vour  d— d  town,"  they  said.  "We 
will  treat  you  as  the  people  of  Atlanta  were 
treated.''  They  also  said  :  "  Wc  are  coming 
l>ack  again,  and  will  bum  every  town  in  Ver- 
mont." Their  imprecations  were  of  a  blasphe- 
mous character.  They  claimed  to  be  Confed- 
erates. Our  informant  does  uot  think  any  ot 
the  men  were  Canadians.  They  all  looked 
like  Americans,  and  Southerners  at  that. 
These  demons  continued  their  internal  pistol- 
firing— killing  a  man  named  Morse  after  they 
began  to  "take  prisoners." 

THE   HKTKF.AT. 

All  this  was  the  A-ork  of  twenty  minutes. 
Conductor  Baldsvin  says  he  can  scarcely  real- 
ize that  it  ail  happened,  and  that  so  much  w.^s 
done  in  to  short  u  time.  The  guerriihis  hav- 
ing secured  horses  and  saddles,  coinmeneed 
their  retreat.  They  abandoned'  the  prisoners 
and  rode  off  northward,  tiring  their  pistols  as 
they  proceeded.  It  appeared  to  be  'heir  in- 
tention t.)  m  ike  an  attack  on  the  Missequo: 
Bank  at  Sheldon. 

PUBSriT. 

When  the  vllliagers  beciime  thoroughI> 
aroused  to  what  had  happened,  they  acted  in 
a  manner  worthy  of  their  Green  Mountain 
.Hires  in  the  da\  8  of  the  Uevotution.  Captain 
Conger,  «iih  eight  men,  started  i^i  suift  pur- 
suit; thirty  more  followed  in  h^lf  an  hour. 
People  seized  guns,  pistols,  cutlasses  and. 
clul^s,  and  came  into  tbe  streets.  .SU  res 
were  closed — ba.>iness  was  suspended.  Kvery- 
b"dy  was  wild  Willi  ejtcitement.  There  was 
a  Babel  of  suggestions,  qnesti<':ns,  incident..;, 
escapes,  eoinparibons  of  losses,  and  s,  eculu- 
tions  as  to  the  future,  iclcgniros  were  sent 
to  .Montpelier,  and  the  citizens  made  prepera- 
tions  for  home  defense. 

THE   AVTHOUnirS   AROI  SEI). 

The  legislature,  which  was  in  session  at 
Montpelier,  aid  the  (lorernor,  received  dis- 
patciies  from  St.  Aibaiis,  at  5  o'clock,  an- 
nouncing the  raid.  The  former  app>jlnied  a 
committee ;  the  latter  ordered  two  thousand 
stand  of  arms  from  the  arsenal  at  Viigennes, 
and  sent  one  hundred  vci»ran  reserves  from 
Burlington ;  Col.  Bi  nion  and  one  hundred  vo.- 
unteers  from  Burlington  and  one  hundred 
trusty  firemen  from  Brattleboro.  (ien.  Di.\, 
at  New  York,  was  commnnicated  with,  and 
gave  orders  for  prompt  pursuit. 

TbHMONT    VNDER    ARM!. 

Condncter  Baldwin  left  St.  Albans  at  eight 
o'clock  last  evening — running  slowly  to  keep 
out  of  tbe  w.ny  of  special  trains  dlled  with 
vi'lunteers  and  arms.  At  Burlington  the  c  ti- 
zens  were  on  guard  to  protect  the  town.  They 
refu.'Cd  to  allow  the  Lake-tjoat  "Canada"  to 
luud  last  night,  until  they  found  out  whether 
rebels  or  Capt.  Flagg  commanded  her,  Dt»- 
ring  the  afternoon,  wben  the  raid  was  tele- 
graphed, tbe  steamer  "fired  nn"  at  Rouse's 
Point,  and  ran  out  into  tlie  lake,  where  she 
anchored,  as  a  measure  of  precaution.  At  St. 
Albans,  "manial  law"  prevailed  last  night. 
It  must  be  garrisoned  by  several  hundred 
troops  by  this  time,  and  the  frontier  is  under 
arms

The  first  investment  of  the  President 
was  in  .*10,"iiX>  seven- Ifiirty  bonds,  which 
wei',-  depOBited  in  the  vault  of  the  Treas- 
u'v  as  a  special  deposit  in  the  Winter  of 
1<^t32,  and  held  as  audi  until  converted  in- 
to the  six  per  cent,  boi.ds  of  INGl,  in  the 
la'ler  part  of  .luly  last. 

The  interest  on  the  seven-thirty  bonds

New  York's  last  sensation  is  a  mys- 
terious murder,  supposed  to  have  been 
committed  in  Brooklyn.  Nearly  four 
we-.'ks  ago  the  trunk  of  a  body  was  found 
in  the  river  sewed  up  in  enameled  cloth, 
','1 1  since  that  tiine  pieces  of  the  body 
have  been  found  in  various  localities,  and 
by  the  Times  of  the  l.'>th  from  which  we 
quote,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  heail  has 
been  discovered : 

'•  The  head  belonging  to  the  trunk  and 
limbs  of  the  body  picked  up  at  different 
jilaces  along  the  shores  of  the  East  River 
anil  GraveseuABay  within  the  past  three 
weeks,  was  picked  up  yesterday  morning 
at  Fort  Hamilton,  and  sent  to  the  (.'oro- 
ner's  olliee  in  this  city.  Coroner  Morris 
being  absent  in  consetpience  of  a  domes- 
tic allliction,  the  remains  we»re  taken  in 
charge  by  Coroner  Barrett. 

When    lound.    the  head    was  wrapped 

I  in  enamelled  cloth,  apparently  a  piece  of 

l.fhc  same  material  in  which  the  others 
were  tied  up.  The  cord  was  also  thf 
same,  but  there  was  no  hardware,  paper, 

I  or  iron    weights,   as  found    on   the  other 

I  pai-kages. 

I  A  sharp  knife  and  saw  had  been  used 
in  severing  the  head  from  the  body,  but  it 
was  not  cut  as  evenly  as  the  other  dis- 
severed portions. 

The  evidences  of  murder  are  unmistaka- 
ble. A  bullet  hole  was  found  in  the  right 
temple,  and  another  under  the  right  eye. 
The  wounds  were  probed,  and  found  to 
be  about  three  inches  in  depth.  Thus 
far,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  extract 
the  balls,  should  they  still  be  in  the  brain. 
The  features  present  the  appearance  ol 
a  stout,  hearty,  and  handsome  looking 
man,  of  ab^ut  o.J  years  of  age.  The  hair 
is  of  a  dark  chestnut  brown  color,  in- 
c  ined  to  curl,  whiskers  thick  and  short, 
with  moustache  of  a  sandy  color.  The 
complexion  is  liirht,  the  eyes  blue.  The 
face  is  well  shaped — rather  broad  below 
the  temples.  The  forehead  is  high  and 
of  good  width  :  in  fact,  evervthing  about 
the  face  and  head  indicates  that  he  was  a 
man  rf  intedlect.  The  teeth  are  rather 
large  and  in  first-rate  condition. 

The  head  and  features  are  in  an  ex<  el- 
lent  state  of  preservation — almost  as  fresh 
looking  as  tney  might  have  been  on  the 
day  alter  death  ;  and  should  they 
be  seen  by  any  one  who  had  seen 
the  man  alive,  they  could  be  iden- 
tified without  any  difficulty  whatever. 
The  remains  were  conveyed  to  a  da- 
guerre*an  establishment,  and  several  pho- 
tographs were  taken,  alter  which,  at  the 
request  of  a  number  of  citizens.  Coroner 
Barritt   permitted  the  head  to  be  exposed

But  events  have  clearly  shown  that  it 
could  not  not  have  sustained  itsell  here  lor 
one  week,  letj  its  size  have  been  w'uat  it 
might.  Th«'  navy  having  become  irre- 
sistible, a  million  of  men,  il  necessary, 
could  have  been  thrown  on  the  shores  ol 
either  France  or  Great  Britain,  and 
neither  France?  nor  Great  Britain,  let 
them  vapor  as  they  may.  could  have 
withstood  the  onset  of  such  an  army.  Of 
course,  Canada  would  have  gone  ovet- 
board  at  the  ver}-  first  rush,  lor  Great 
Britain,  so  far  from  deft;nding  her,  is 
anxious  even  now  to  give  her  away  to  the 
Yanktie.  That  we  .are  not  drawing 
upon  our  immagination  we  think  the 
gigantic  proportions  of  the  present  war 
sufticiently  indicate.  What  might  not 
the  whole  country  united  h.ave  done  ? 

The  United  .States  woujil  have  come 
out  of  such  a  war  with  a  high  reputation, 
a  mighty  army  and  invincilde  navy.  As 
was  the  case  in  the  Mexican  war,  the 
South  would  have  done  all  the  lighting, 
and  the  Yankees  would  hav-j  taken  all  the 
protit  and  claimed  all  the  glory.

Some  surprise  is  expressetl  that  Grant 
has  post]>oned  to  long  the  grand  attack 
which  it  is  known  he  is  preparing  to  make 
on  our  position.  There  are  at  least  two 
good  reasons  that  we  know  of  for  this  de- 
lay, //e  desires  lhe_co-operaliou  nf  his 
nary,  which  he  cannnt  hare  until  liutler's 
canal  shall  hare  been  Jinishtd  ;  and  his 
armv,  for  the  reinforcement  of  which 
every  effort  is,  with  some  succes.<5,  being 
made,  is  not  yet  strong  enough  for  his 
purposes.  From  a  gentleman  who  is  just 
through  from  Washington  city,  where  he 
has  conversed  with  many  well  informed 
persons — some  of  them  olEcers  ii;  the 
Yankee  army — we  learn  that  the  draft  is 
being  rigorously  enforce<l  everywhere  in 
the  North,  except  in  New  .lersey  and 
Brooklyn  city,  and  that  conscripts  arc  be- 
ing sent  to  (irant  at  the  rate  of  at  least  a 
thousand  a  day.  .Such  accessions  to  his 
army  are  worth  waiting  for.  If  the  sup- 
jdy  of  men  continues,  by  the  1st  of  No- 
vember the  Y'^ankee  army  will  be  numeri- 
cally as  strong  as  when  it  crossed  theRa- 
pidan  last  May.  The  material,  it  is  true, 
will  be  very  inferior;  for  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say  the  Y'ankee  nation  can  never 
again  put  into  the  field  so  p.>w-orful  and 
perfect  an  armed  force  »s  was  the  grand 
Army  of  the  Potomw  :  when,  after  its  re- 
organization by  Giaat,  it  marched  into 
the  Wilderness  last  spring. 

When  the  <lraft  has  done  its  work,  and 
Butler  either  completed  his  can.al  or  given 
it  over  as  a  failure,  G».ant  will  resume  ac- 
tive ope'rations.  Then  vce  may  look  out 
for  at  least  two  powerful  assaults  upon 
our  lines — one  below  this  city  and  the  other 
south  of  Fetersbtug.

.^ird  yourselves  for  the  combat.  Yen 
owe  these  ten  days  to  your  country.  Fro:-' 
the  risiug  of  the  sun  to-day,  till  its  goii;, 
down  on  the  closing  polls  of  the  8th  ot 
November,  you  owe  every  waking  hou  ■ 
to  the  cause  lor  which  our  soldiers  at  tin 
front  have  spent  months  and  yefcrs  c* 
steady,  weary,  perilous  work  in  trend: 
and  camp,  ot  licr.;e  ^.'ru^^fjh-  in  fii  fio'd, 
and  of  bleepb-ss  vigiis  at  the  ou' posts. 
Can  you  not  spend  ten  short  days  now, 
to  help  th;  soldier  in  that  bloodless  bat- 
tle which  \i  to  seal  his  triumphs  in  the  im- 
perial guerdon  of  Union  and  peace,  or 
end  them  in  discotntiture  and  .»hame,  and 
national  ruin  ?

iS'iV:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
part  taken  by  my  regiment  in  the  action 
at  this  place  Oct.  0th  inst. 

J  had  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450) 
men  engaged  in  the  battle,  a  part  of 
which  were  on  Grand  Guard,  and  skir- 
mished with  the  enemy  before  and  after 
daylight.  During  i\\^  night  previous. 
Captain  D.  G.  Towle  was  sent  out,  with 
part  of  his  company,  on  the  road  leading 
to  the  Allatoona  Iron  Works.  wi»h  in- 
structions to  hold  the  pass  at  the  loot  of 
the  bluff  on  the  north  side  of  the  Rail- 
road, and,  iff  case  of  need,  to  send  for  a."- 
sistance.  At  9  o'clock  a.  m.  he  sent  to 
me  that  he  was  hard  pressed  and  must 
nave  immediate  help ;  whereupon  I  or- 
dered Captain  I.  K.  Morrill  to  join  him 
with  his  Co.,  directing  him  to  fall  back, 
if  attacked  by  a  heavy  force,  to  the  rifle 
pits  on  the  hill  near  our  camp.  This  he 
did,  holding  in  check  two  regiments  of  the 
enemy,  until  the  remaining  portion  of  my 
cDmmand — excepting  two  companies  sta- 
lioued  at  the  North  Fort — were  placed 
ui  position  to  receive  them.  I  regret  to 
say  that  Captain  Towle  was  severely 
wo  .nded.  Meanwhile  we  were  being  fu- 
riously shelled  from  the  opposite  direction, 
and  also  suffered  a  seiious  cross-fire  from 
the  enemy  beyond  the  South  Fort. 

The  two  regiments  of  the  enemy  charg- 
ed with  much  desperation,  but  were  final- 
ly driven  back  with  heavy  loss,  excepting 
small  detachments  of  each  that  pushed 
forward  and  took  shelter  in  a  narrow 
ravine  near  our  works,  where  we  cap- 
tured eighty  (80)  prisoners — including 
the    ^f.^ior    commanding   the   39th  Miss. 

Inf.  ai»d    several    line   officers — with  the 
colors  of  the   :)5th  and  39th  Reg'ts  Miss. 
Inf 'ty.  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-three 
(123)  stand  of  arms. 
My  losses  are :

Total   Wounded .31

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  con- 
duct of  the  othcers  and  men  of  my  com- 
mand ;  all  behaved  like  heroes.  About 
one  hundred  and  sixty  (160)  of  my  regi- 
ment were  recruits,  who  had  received 
their  arms  only  three  days  before.  They 
behaved  most  admirably,  fighting  with  the 
steadiness  ot  veterans.  Where  all  did  so 
nobly  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  indi- 
vidual acts  of  bravery. 

I  enclose  a  li.-t  of  casualties  in  my  coic- 
mand.

Fem.ow-Citizkxs  :  I  was  promised  not  to 
he  calleil  upon  for  a  speech  to-night,  nor  do  1 
propose  to  make  one .  But,  as  we  haye  been 
hearing  some  very  good  news  for  a  day  or  two, 
I  propose  that  you  give  three  hearty  cheers 
for  Sheridan. 

While  we  are  at  it,  we  may  as  well  consider 
how  fortunate  it  was  for  theSecesh  that  Sheri- 
dan was  a  verv-  little  man.  If  he  had  been  a 
large  man,  there  is  no  knowledge  what  he 
would  have  done  with  them. 

I  propose  three  cheers  for  General  Grant, 
who  knew  to  what  use  to  put  Sheridan ;  three 
cheers  for  all  our  noble  commanders  and  the 
soldiers  and  sailors;  three  cheers  for  all  peo- 
ple everywhere  who  cheer  the  soldiers  and 
.sailors  of  the  Union— and  now,  good  night. 

To  each  suggestion  of  the  President 
most  enthusiastic  cheers  were  given,  and 
at  the  conclusion,  as  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  few  happy  remarks  he  made, 
be  was  greeted  with  such  cheering  as 
clearly  manifested  the  intense  gratifica- 
tion his  appearance  and  brief  speech  had 
caused.

The  Superior  Gazette  makes  the  fol- 
lowing mention  of  the  Indian  who  com- 
mitted the  recent  murder  in  Pine 
County : 

This  renegade  —who  has  long  been 
outlawed  by  every  Indian,  band  and 
tribe  of  the  Chippewas,  for  his  villanous 
disposition — spent  a  portion  of  the  past 
summer  in  this  neighborhood  and  was  at 
the  recent  payment  at  Fondulac.  Ha 
pretends  to  be  a  Manitou,  and  claims 
that  a  spirit  does  all  his  diabolical  work 
for  him,  such  as  stealing,  etc. 

Last  spring  he  was  handcuffed  and 
shackled  in  the  jail  at  Crow  Wing,  for 
stealing ;  next  morning  he  was  gone, 
without  leaving  any  clue  to  the  manner 
of  his  escape.  At  the  payment  at  Fon- 
dulac his  performances  e({ualled  those  of 
the  celebrated  Davenport  brothers.  He 
was  tied  in  every  conceivable  manner, 
hands,  feet,  arms  and  legs  with  bed-cords, 
over  all  this,  a  fish-net  was  wrapped 
some  filty  times,  and  then  lashed,  which 
took  nearly  half  an  hour.  He  was  then 
placed  in  a  wigwam  some  twenty  feet 
high,  and  in  about  two  minutes,  the  ropes 
were  thrown  out  of  the  smoke-hole  at  the 
top  of  the  wigwam,  done  up  as  nice  as 
when  bought  at  the  store.  All  the  time 
he  was  talking  with  his  spirit,  as  he  said, 
at  the  top  of  the  wigwam,  and  both 
voices  were  plainly  audible  to  those  out- 
side ;  in  a  few  minutes  he  came  out  per- 
fectly free.  That  he  is  a  ventriloquist 
and  a  hard  case,  there  is  no  doubt.

New  Youk,  Oct.  28. 

The  Herald's  Winchester  correspon- 
dent on  the  27th  says  the  enemy  has  still 
a  very  strong  force  in  the  Valley.  It  is 
reliably  reported  to  be  re-organizing. 
The  enemy  has  a  strong  force  of  cavalry 
in  the  Luray  Valley.  Under  cover  of 
the  present  stillness,  movements  are  be- 
inc  made  by  the  enemy  of  an  eminently 
important  character. 

At  the  time  when  the  late  battle  of  the 
19th  took  place,  the  enemy  had  stationed 
three  brigades  of  cavalry  near  Milford 
Creek,  in  the  Luray  Valley.  When  the 
general  rebel  movement  was  made,  this 
Ibrce  advanced  to  Buckbn's  Ford,  on  the 
Shenandoah  river,  and  Front  Royal.  In 
the  movement  stated,  they  were  met  by 
Powell's  division  of  cavalrj-,  and  checked. 
When  the  rebels  met  with  defeat,  they 
retired  to  Milford,  and  within  the  line  of 
the  fortifications,  there  erected  at  a  com- 
manding position  for  certain  substantial 
military  reasons. 

A  reconnoitering  party,  about  3W 
in  number  was  sent  Qut  on  the  2-fth  from 
Powi  il'a  division,  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Front  Royal.  'Ihe  expedition  was  com-  j 
manded  by  Major  Gibson,  who  so  gal  ! 
lantiy  distinguished  himself  in  the  Aver- 
ill  action  at  Moorfield  iu  J  uly  last.  Du- 
ring the  earlier  hours  cf  the  morning  of 
the  24th,  Major  Gibson  moved  his  com- 
mand across  both  branches  of  the  Shen- 
andoah river  and  moving  through  Front 
Royal  passed  onward  toward  Milford  and 
the  Luray  Valley.  Before  daylight  he 
came  upon  the  enemy's  pickets  aud  drove 
them  in  capturing  one  or  two.     He    tliCii 

Sassed  rapidly  on  toward  Milford  creek 
>n  the  way  up  he  met  the  enemy  in  line 
of  battle  with  two  pieces  of  artillery  and 
although  his  force  did  not  exjeed  300,  he 
deployed  it  in  line  of  battle, and  although 
without  reserve,  charged  them.  The  en- 
emy well  remembering  our  other  late  as- 
tonishing cavalry  exploits,  did  not  stop 
to  fight,  but  broke  and  continued  his 
flight.  Gibson  continued  his  pursuit  as 
fast  as  it  was  possible  lor  him  to  move  in 
the  darkness.  The  enemy  kept  his  artil- 
lery on  the  pike  and  after  firing  one 
round,  limbered  up  and  made  oti°  to  the 
rear.  Owing  to  Gibson's  inleiior  force 
he  could  not  flank  the  enemy  and  get  at 
his  artillery.  The  enemy  sent  the  artil- 
lery to  the  rear  and  kept  the  cavalrj-  right 
and  left  of  the  road  to  cover  its  getting 
ofl. 

In  the  general  charge  which  Gibson 
first  made,  he  captured  one  battle  flag. 
By  contlHuing  to  press  on,  (ribson  at 
length  drove  the  enemy  over  the  Creek, 
and  upon  the  line  ol  the  rebel  fortifica- 
tions, in  which  they  sought  refuge,  and 
opened  a  rapid  tire  from  carbines  and  the 
two  pieces  of  artillery  aforesaid.  In 
front  of  this  barrier  Gibson  halted  but  t<. 
feel  the  enemy's  position,  take  a  few  pri- 
soners, ascertain  the  rebel's  strength,  and 
then  retired,  reaching  a  safe  position  in 
the  direction  of  the  thenandoah  by  dav- 
light. 

The  enemy  finding  at  last  that  the  bird 
had  flown,  set  out  alter  him  ai  a  trot,  but 
did  not  succeed  in  overtaking  him,  as 
Gibson  reached  the  Union  lines  in  safety 
and  without  heavy  loss.  The  affair  is 
looked  upon  as  quite  a  brilliant  cavalr\ 
dash.  The  idea  of  3tK)  men  .almost  rout- 
ing 3,000  mounted  rebels,  and  driving 
them  to  their  fortifications,  and  capturiiig 
one  of  their  battle  flags,  besides  nearly 
capturing  th<'ir  two  pieces  of  artillery,  is 
indeed  amazing  and  interesting. 

In  the  course  of  thereconnoisance,  and 
from  prisoners,  information  was  gained  ol 
a  higly  important  nature  to  the  interests 
of  the  army.  Heavy  cannonading  wa." 
heard.  It  appeared  to  be  in  the  direciio:i 
of  Front  Royal,  and  was  probably  another 
cavalry  fight. 

Nkw  York,  Oct.  27. 

The  Tribuiu"!  correspondent  with  Sher 
idan  says  27  guns  were  captured  in  the 
last  fight.  25  of  which  were  our  own,  re- 
taken. Five  hundred  prisoners,  in  round 
numbers,  were  taken. 

The  movea.e!;t  of  the  rebels  was  plan- 
ned by  Gen.  Gordon,  and  when  our 
camps  b.-id  ^eeii  captured,  he  advised 
Farly  to  iall  back  with  his  troops,  but  that 
officer  disregarded  the  a<ivice 

General  Pickett  s^id  before  dying  there 
were  22,Oi.O  in  the  attacking  party.  Two 
divisions  passed  Messanatlin  mountain, 
single  file,  marching  all  night,  and  so 
come  in  on  our  left  fiank.  The  remain- 
der, 11,000,  attacked  our  front  and  along 
the  right,  after  the  first  shock  had  been 
felt  on  the  left.  Besides  these  consider- 
able bodies  of  cavalry  came  over  the  moun- 
tains and  pushed  rapidly  up  the  pike.  It 
was  here  a  man  in  our  uniform  came  up 
unsuspected  to  Colonel  Thorburn  and 
remarked,  "  That  is  a  fine  h  > -se  you  are 
riding,  colonel ;  you  had  better  give  him 
to  me,"  and  immediately  shot  him  with 
his  revolver. 


Price  driven  helow  fort  Scott—

.St.  Lot- is,  Oct.  28. 

OfUcial  dispatches  from  Gen.  Pleasan- 
ton  give  the  following  further  information 
in  regard  to  his  openitions  against  Pri<;e. 
He  marched  49  miles  in  two  days  and 
fought  the  last  32  mi'.e.^ ;  his  forces  being 
less  than  (».00t»,  while  Price's  were  fully 
2.'>,000.  Price  has  but  tt-n  guns  left,  and 
no  .ammuniiion,  he  having  blown  up  his 
train,  and  also  400  wagons,  to  save  them 
from  capture. 

We  have  2,000  prisoners  and  several 
thousand  stand  of  arms.  Gen.  Fagan  is 
ff-poitcd  killed.  I'rice's  forces  are  to- 
tally disorganized,  and  fleeing  in  all  di- 
rections. 

St.Lovis,  Oct.  27. 
The  following  is  derived  from  .in  entirely 
reliable  source.  Our  forces  have  been 
driving  Price  rapidly  since  Sunday.  At 
last  ac<  ounts  he  was  twenty  five  or  thirty 
miles  south  east  of  Fort  Scott;  Lis  army 
routed  and  dispersed. 

On  Tuesday  we  had  several  lights  with 
him,  between  Mound  City  and  Fort  Scott, 
in  all  of  which  he  was  badly  whipped, 
losing  1  ,'>W  prisoners  and  ten  or  twelve 
pieces  ol  artillery.  Among  the  prisoners 
are  Maj.  Gen.  Marmaduke,  Brig.  Gen. 
Cabell  several  Colonels  and  other  oflicers. 
He  was  again  attacked  yesterday  morn- 
ing, a  short  distance  north  of  Fort  Scott, 
and  driven  pell  mcU  In  a  south-easterly 
direction,  burning  two  wagons  to  pre- 
vent them  from  lalliug  into  our  hands. 
Nothing  is  stated  as  to  the  losses  on 
either  side,  but  there  seems  to  be  no 
doubt  that  Price's  army  is  completely  de- 
moralized and  scattcreJ. 

St.  Lous,  Oct.  27. 

The  I):mocraVs  dispatch  from  Leaven- 
worth says  that  Price  has  been  driven  be- 
low Fort  Scott,  closely  followed  by  our 
cavalry. 

We  hava  captured  a  large  number  of 
prisoners,  including  Generals  Marmaduke 
and  Cabel,  and  s^erai  pieces  of  artlllerj-. 

Tiosecraiis  was  .at  little  San»a  Fe,  12 
miles  south  of  Kansas  City,  with  infantry, 
on  Tuesday  night.

Orators  who  denounce  every 
measnre  of  the  adminisiration  with  the  ut- 
most vehemence,  assure  us  that  thelif)crt}-  of 
sjKfeeh  has  departed.  Intcrcouse  with  the  en- 
emy, scarcely  disguised,  is  kept  up  fr  m  Bal- 
timore; the  publlcinuils  tofKurope  (witness 
the  sliameful  disclosures  made  by  Mr. 
l.mdsay  in  the  British  Parliament)  are'  laden 
with  trea.sonable  concspcndence ;  hundreds 
of  persons  walk  the  streets  of  New  Yc^rk,  well 
ku'/wn  to  the  Government  to  be  plotting  the 
ruin  of  the  crMintrj,  and  meet  at  their  hotels'in 
ilie  evening,  and  agree  that  the  privilege  uf 
the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  is  trampled  under 
toot;  the  drafts  necessary-  to  recruit  our  ar- 


ditions  of  former  c  ntcsts  town  I  deem  tin 
contrast  j,'reatly  in  our  favT.  \S'hen  1  ijoftir- 
liicr  aiiil  meditate  on  the  !'i.-tory  of  tiie  civil 
wars  in  (Jreece  and  in  K'>me,  in  the  It.Tlian 
republics,  in  Knince,iu  Kiiglandandtlie  Span- 
ish .Viueriean  states,  and  then  con,-.ider  that 
there  has  uot  a  drop  of  blooi!  licen  shed  ex- 
cept on  the  battle-ruld,  n.iy,  r.ot  a  dollar  con- 
lisciitid  in  the  treiii'-nihius  eotitesi  exeejit  by 
legal  process,  o*  in  thcca'-e  of  persons  in  arms 
against  the  country,  I  iwn  I  asn  sho.kid  at 
hearing  the  government  daily  deuuuuced  as 
tyr.innical,  despotic  and  eernip!."

the  agony  of  the  struggle  is  passed,  it  may  tic 
necessary  tonuike  vigorous  prepru-ations  for 
the  poss!!)iiity  of  imothcr  eaniiiaigii,  i>  it  wi.se 
orsiUc,  b^- a  pi  liiii-.Tl  revoluti'in,  to  p;iralyzc 
an  a.liiiiiiistraiion  by  whicii  the  war  thus  far 
has  been  conducted  in  the  uitmnor  dcscri!;ed; 
to  eni  j.irage  the  enemy  to  hold  out  with  the 
prospect  of  the  eessat I. 'U  ot  hostilities,  and

I  ever\  thing  has  been  said  which  hiim..n 
wit  can  eoneeive  or  human  speech  utter,  to 
convince  Mr.  Davis  andhi-^  a<s  leiat.  s  tliatone 
party  is  ineoiniieten:  to  eondaet  the  w-ar  and 
the  other  disposed  to  give  up  the  attempt), 
must  remain  for  four  months  wholly  without 
llie  p.iwer  of  giving  a  new  direction  to  affairs.

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"There  is  a  gre.it  diflTercnce  between  t^ic 
democracy  ofthe  present  ila.-  and  that  of  lUc 
ancient  school.  The  pitrio'ic  instincts  of  t  ;c 
latter  habitually  got  the  better  of  their  anti- 
national  theories.  .Mr.  Jelferson  had  the  ii.o- 
ral  courage  as  I'rcsident  of  th-.'  United  Stat  s, 
to  cast  to  the  winds  in  the  ar(|Uisition  of  Lou- 
isiana, the  great  principle  of  constitutional  po- 
lities, with  which  he  hail  succeeded  three  yetirs 
l)cfore  in  overturning  tne  administration  of  his 
predecessor.  Nor  less  do  I  honor  Mr.  Mtuli- 
son  for  his  indignant  protest  a-.;  'inst  the  glos- 
ses which  the  nulliticrs  put  i.  >  n  the  resol'i- 
tions  of  17!i.s.  As  for  General  Jack.son, 
though  there  '.vcre  some  measures  of  his  iid- 
ministration  which  I  gieatly  disapproved, 
I  have  taid  twenty  times  since  the  w.ir  beg.n 
that  I  only  wished  wc  had  the  hero  of  New 
f)rleans  back  again.  What  a  scene  it  would 
have  been  to  witness  the  flash  of  his  eye  and 
to  hear  the  thunder  of  his  voice,  when  he 
heard  of  the  iituick  on  .Sumter.  When  the 
nullification  frenzy  was  at  its  height  in  South 
Carolina,  the  Union  men  in  Charleston  sent  a 
deputation  to  Washington,  to  inform  the  Pres- 
ident that  they  were  daily  threatened  with  an 
outbreak,  and  did  not  consider  their  live.<  sate. 
.Scarcely  waiting  to  hear  the  words  uttered, 


create  a 
slave  state,  and  emible  Georgia  to  recover  a 
few-  humlred  fugitive  slaves.  Notwithstand- 
ing our  jiistcinplaints  against  the  Mexican 
government,  the  great  political  advantages  of 
the  ac|ui-.iti 'II  of  the  Mexiian  provinces,  and 
the  bie>sings  which  might  have  redounded  to 
the  cause  ofuniversal.humMiiiiy.Jliy  the  exten- 
sirinoi'the  .Vnglo-Sa.xon  civilization  intothose 
half-desi  rl  and  ill-i:ovir..ed  regions,  the  man- 
ner in  wiiieh  the  'fexati  aunexalijn  was  allec- 
tedand  the  Mexican  war  comnienecd,  caused 
t'liose  m.asures  to  be  opposed  by  every  whig 
meintrt  r  of  t^>nglcss.  .Mr.  Webster  was  par- 
ticularly unsparing  in  his  denunciations,  and 
this  at  the  lime  of  their  inception,  and  before 
I'exashad  rep.iid  the  tw.i  liundred  millions 
she  had  cos:  the  United  States  by  the  blackest 
ingratitude  and  treaeherv. 

"But  the  most  d'sasirotis  measures  of  the 
modern  democracy,  connected  Also  directly 
with  the  present  state  i>f  the  country,  were 
the  rep->il  of  the  Missouri  restriction,  (which 
for  th.ity-four  ye.irshad  been  aci-epted,  bvith 
by  the  .South  and  the  North,  as  an  luljust- 
nieiit  of  the  territorial  controversy,)  and  tlie 
acts,  b.  th  .it  fraud  and  violence,  employed  to 
force  slavery  upon  the  people  of  Kansas. 
Tallerand  was  accustomed  (o  say  that  the  in- 
vasion of  Sp.iin  w-as  w-orsc  than  a  crime,  it 
was  a  fault.  The  Kans.ts  policy  of  the  two 
last  administrations  w.is  l)0th — wrong  in  prin- 
ciple and  ruinous  in  elfect.  The  fountains  of 
the  great  deep,  partially  stilled  by  the  legisla- 
tion o!  ISijO,  w-fr^:  again  broken  up  by  a  tem- 
pest of  sectional  agitati'  n.  I  need  not  dwell 
on  the  iinmediite  and  powerful  agency  of 
these  measures  in  c.iusing  the  present  state  of 
things,  nor  comment  on  the  strange  ineonsc- 
i(uence  of  again  bringing  the  deniocratie  ptitty 
into  power,  jn-o-tratcd  tis  it  w-;ui  by  the  odium 
of  the.se  Very  measure-,  under  the  idea  that 
they  alou'"  can  rescue  the  country  from  t!ie 
distressful  condition  into  which  they  ha  t  so 
direeth  couinbiited  to  plunge  it.

"But  it  i.s  stii.l  that  a  chtuige  of  a-lministra- 
t'on  is  necessary  because  Mr.  Lincoln  cannot 
brim.'  the  war  to  an  honorable  close.  He  uisists 
upon  a  condition — theabanihjninentof  slav,  ry 
— to  wlii-li  it  is  said  the  people  ofthe  So'tih 
will  never  agree,  and  which  interposes  an  in- 
superable obstacle  to  p.ieiticaiion.  15ut  I  llnd 
no  f  )un»'ation  in  tact  lor  this  assertion.  Some 
ofthe  lastutteraneesof  even  Mr.  Jefferson  l).i- 
vis  authorize  a  very  dilferent  touelusion.  'We 
are  not,*  he  ^lys,"  'lighting  for  slavery.  It 
never  was  .tn  essential  element  in  the  conti-o- 
versy.  You  have  already  cinaneipatcd 
ncju-ly  two  millions  of  our  slaves, 
and  it  you  take  care  of  them  you  may  einim- 
cipate  the  rust.  I  hud  a  few-  when  the  war 
began.  I  wa.i  S"me  use  to  them;  they  were 
of  none  to  me.'  This  language  of  the  liead 
of  the  f'.inledcra'e  government,  uttered  in  the 
presence  of  his  .'^ecret:iry  ot  .Stjite,  who  con- 
tirined  it  by  the  figures  showing  the  accuracy 
of  Mr.  Davis  calculaliou,  certainly  negatives 
llie  ide.i  tli.it  to  insi-t  o:i  the  ab.indontaent  of 
slavery  is  to  throw  an  insuperable  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  peace.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
really  insupei able  obstacle,  according  to  Mr. 
Davis,  is  iiisistcil  up-ii  by  Guieral  McClellan 
as  rcMiliitely  as  by  .Mr.  Lincoln.  The  General, 
in  his  letter  of  acceptaucc,  very  properly 
says:  The  rc-establishment  of  the  Union, 
with  all  its  integrity,  is  and  must  continue  to 
'le  th  ;  condition  of  aiiy  settlement.  «  •  * 
The  Union  must  be  preserved  at  all  hazards.' 
And  thi  idea  is  repeated  in  the  same  letter 
in  .'several  forms.  Nii«-,  i*  is  well  known  that 
the  f^onfederate  government  has  on  all  ocea- 
8  0119  avowed  i's  unaltcr.b  e  determination  to 
insist  on  .-.eparation  and  indei>endenee.  Mr. 
Davij,  on  the  occ  irii.tx  just  ret  'rred  to,  said  : 
'The  war  must  g.)  on  till  th  j  last  man  in  this 
generation  (alls  in  his  tracks,  and  his  children 
seize  his  tuiiskcf  and  fight  our  battles,  unless 
you  a.  knowledge  our  right  of  self-govcm- 
iinent.  U'e  are  not  lighting  for  slavery,  we 
are  fighting  for  independeuc.-,  amltliar  or  ex- 
termination wc  wil.  liave.'  If  any  reliance  is 
to  be  pi. iced  on  Mr.  Davis'  opini  ais,  it  is  the 
'I'nion  ..t  all  hazariis,"  net  tho  'abandonment 
of  slavery,'  that  is  the  insuperable  bar  to  ne- 
gotiation. 

"  It  is  said  th'it  Mr.  Lincoln's  policy  threat 
ens  the  subjugation  of  the  south— a  measure 
not  possible,  ami,  if  possible,  barbarous  and 
iinchristi.in.  I  e.m  not  aware  that  Mr.  Lincoln 
has  ever  made  such  a  threat ;  or,  if  he  has 
used  language  that  sounds  like  it,  1  presume 
rh  ir  it  was  intcndeil  to  go  no  further  tnau  the 
.-tralioii  ofthe  political  and  military  power 
ot  the  rel>c!s.  Hetween  that  and  the  acknowl- 
edgment ot  their  indei>ciidence,  there  is  of 
cour.-"  no  middle  term.  He  certainly  has  not 
used  kinguagc  stronger  th:m  General  McClel- 
I  111.  who,  in  a  iiicinorundum  addressed  to  the 
I'rcsilent  on  the  4th  of  August,  ISfil,  stated 
very  ju.stly  that  'The  object  of  the  present  -A-ar 
diliers  from  those  in  which  nations  are  usually 
engaged,  n:imcly  in  this,  that  the  pnrjiose  of 
an  ordiniry  war  is  to  conquer  a  peace,  and 
make  a  treaty  on  advantageous  terms.  In  this 
contest  it  has  become  neccs.sary  to  crush  a 
populati'.n,  sutBeiently  numerous,  intelligent 
and  wai-like  to  cnstitnte  a  maion.  We  have 
not  only  to  defeat  their  armed  and  oaganizid 
forces  in  the  field,  Imt  to  display  such  an  over- 
whelmii'g  strength  as  will  c  mvincc  our  an- 
tagonists, and  especially  those  of  the  govern- 
ing class,  of  the  utter  imjiossibility  of  resist- 
ance. *  *  The  contest  began  v.-ith  a  class,  now 
it  is  with  a  people,  <mr  military  successes  alone 
can  reskorc  the  tbrmcr  issue' 

"This  change  of  is>ne  from  a  cbss  to  a  peo- 
ple who  are  to  be  'crushed,'  is  ascribed  by  Gen- 
eral McCletlan  to  the  reverse  at  llull  Run.  It 
was  thcreibre  of  course  not  jiroduced  by  the 
emaneip.itiim  proclatuation,  Avhich  did  not  ap- 
pear for  more  th  in  a  twelvemonth  attcrw-ard. 
I'his  disposes  ofthe  objection  to  Mr.  Lincoln's 
policy,  so  ot'fcn  urged  and  so  much  insisted 
ujMin,  th.it  by  ch.uiging  the  issue  he  had  unit- 
ed the  Soutli." 

Mr.  Everett  continued  t 
"This  alleged  inconsistency  of  the  policy 
now  pursued  with  that  in  which  the  war  com- 
lueneeil.  is  one  of  the  gravest  charges  against 
the  administration.  It  is,  however,  an  incon- 
sistency of  a  kind  which  probably  never  fails 
to  occur  in  protracted  wars,  and  when  such 
tremendous  forces,  political,  military  and 
moral,  arc  called  into  action." 

In  support  of  this  assertion  he  cited 
signal  c.xiiiiiples  in  our  ow;i  history,  and 
added  t 

"Jliit  let  us  see  to  what  inconsistencv 
.amounts — this  alleged  change  of  plan,  on  the 
)>art  of  the  Administration  In  conducting  the 
war,  which,  it  is  intiintnined,  now  makes  an 
honi  rabl'.:  pacificati-jii  impossible.  What  are 
the  tact-  ? 

".Slavery  has  been  the  subject  ot  an  embit- 
tered sectional  agitation  lietween  North  and 
South  for  more  than  a  generation.  The  ac- 
quisition (.f  the  Mexican  territoiies  and  the 
resulting  questions  relative  to  their  incorpora- 
tion into  the  Union,  greatly  increased  its  vio 
lence.  Allayed  fortw-o  or  three  years  by  the 
Icgislatiim  of  l>i.iO,  it  was  rekindled  by  the 
transactions  in  Kansas,  till,  on  the  election  of 
President  Lincoju  exclusively  by  the  votes  of 
the  non-slavi holding  i^tates,  South  Carolina 
passed  the  ill  stared  ordinance  of  secession. 
She  alleged  as  the  sole  reason  tor  fhe  fatal  step, 
the  non-execution  ofthe  Fugitive  tilave  law  by 
the  Northern  States.  That  gloomy  winter  of 
l.S<;U  01  w.is  passed  in  vain  attempts  to  avert 
the  catastrophe,  by  measures  of  conciliation 
with  respect  to  slavery.  This  was  the  exclu- 
sive siitiject  of  consideration  and  debate  in  the 
national  legislature  and  the  I'cacc  Congress, 
the  engrossing  topics  of  the  jonmals,  the  po- 
litieil  meetings  and  the  social  circle  through- 
out the  country.  When  the  att^ick  was  made 
on  Sumpter  tliero  was  nut  a  man  of  rcttectiun 
in  the  United  States,  North  or  South,  who  de- 
nied or  doubted  that  either  as  motive,  pretcxi 
or  rallying  cry,  slaverv  was  the  cause  of  the 
war. 

RKHKI.       I.N-TRItiUKS       AND      FALSEHOODS 
ABROAD. 

"And  now,  fellow  citizens,  mark  an  attempt- 


ed fraud  on  public  o|iinion,  of  signal  audaci- 
ty. The  success  of  the  rebellion  was  mainly 
dependent  on  its  piompt  recognition  by  ibr- 
eigii  powers  and  their  hostile  intei  vention  To 
^Ing  alioiit  this  result,  to  deprive  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  Statas  ol  ili.-  .synipaihy  of 
the  civilized  world,  !ind  lo  iiuthoii/.e  the  na- 
tions, on  the  plea  of  huinanity,  to  interfere 
on  the  part  of  the  victims  of  an  . oppressive 
and  tyrannical  government,  recourse  was  had 
to  a  systematic  deception,  of  which  the  bold- 
ness was  equalled  only  by  the  iin  anness.  In 
face  <if  the  notorious"  facts  just  stated,  the 
nipitolsof  Kiirope  swarmed  with  emmi.ssa- 
ries.  some  ot  thciii  with  oilicial  pretensions, 
who  declared  in  all  the  circles  to  which  they 
found  udniisbioii,  iluit  slavery  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  struggle;  that  it  was  a  revoluion 
against  uppressive  government  (which  they 
had  always  ennirolled  themselves);  that  the 
Constitution  ot  the  I'nited  States  protected 
slavery,  and  was  more  tolerant  of  the  .\frican 
slave-trade  than  that  of  the  Confederacy,  and 
that  if  the  great  pow-crs  would  ricjznize  and 
befriend  the  Ci.iiieder.itc  States  tlicy  would 
gradually  anuli'irate,  and  liually  ab.ilish  sla- 
very ;  and  this,  too,  alihoiigh  tiie.se  or  other 
agents  were  secre.ly  instructed  by  no  means 
to  commit  their  government  against  the  At- 
rican  slave  trade;  and  although  Mr.  Viec- 
l're«ident  Stephens  had  declared  th.at  his  new 
republic  w-as  to  be  founded  on  th;  corner- 
stone of  slavery  ! 

"  I  was  advised  at  the  time,  and  from  the 
iKst  informed  source,  of  the  act  vity  w-ith 
which  these  intrigues  were  pushld.  'ihe 
crafty  insinuations  to  which  I  have  alluded 
tool;  etleet.  .\  considerable  portion  .)f  the  fo- 
reign press,  extensively  subsidized,  a  -i  we  learn 
from  the  intereeple.l  correspondem  j  of  Mr. 
benjamin,  gave  them  currency;  p- rsons  in 
the  highest  ot'.ieial  position  crcdi  ed  thetu. 
Nay  more — iiereciving  that  the  Gi  vemincnt 
of  the  United  States  (not  yet  availin;^'  itself  of 
the  rights  which  the  law  of  nations  a  cords  to 
belligerents,  and  willing  still  that  tiie  rebel- 
lious States  should  return  to  their  r.llegiance 
without  p.iying  the  penalty  of  their  madness 
and  folly )  "had  not  only  made  no  ■!•  nion.'-tr.i- 
tion  against  slavery,  but  disclaimed  the  wish 
to  do  so,  even  the  anti-slavery  sen  imeu:  of 
Kuroj)e  w;is  so  strongly  misled  as  ti;  withhold 
its  symjiatliy  from  the  North  in  a  e.mtett 
which,  as  I  Lave  just  said,  in  every  stage,  from 
Its  inception  and  throiighoul  its  progress,  had 
lieeu  exclusively  caused  by  slavery,  either  as 
motive  i-r  pretext. 

"A  cour.se  so  suicidal  and  so  frought  with 
peril  on  the  part  of  the  I'oiied  Stales  was 
viewed  with  astoni.-.hnHnt  by  our  friends  in 
Karoiie.  In  the  month  ol  "i-'ebruary  lS.i2,  i 
received  a  letter  from  a  person  ot  influ- 
ence on  the  Continent,  in  which  he  wrote, 
"what  ue  cannot  comprehend  i.-  the  hesita- 
tion on  tiie  part  of  your  governinent  mi  the 
subject  of  slavery.  It  is  with  this  qi'.estiou,  as 
witli  the  other  great  ;iroblcms  of  m.  dern  soci- 
ety. When  iliey  are  forced  upon  us  tiy  eir- 
eumstr.nccs,  w-«  "must  make  u))  our  minds  to 
meet  and  resolve  them.  *  *  We  cannot,  in 
I'uroiic,  comprehend  your  hesitations,  which 
will  but  end  in  aggravating  the  diilicidty. 
You  will  never  get  tluougl;  tliis  war  without 
boldly  attacking  sl.ivery,  and  it  is  Inr  the  in- 
terest of  all  eoneerncd  to  do  it  as  so:m  as  pos- 
sible." There  were  few  persons  alnoad  who 
had  any  ndeiiuate  conception  of  the  diillcul;i;.'s 
with  which  the  subject  w.is  environ-'d. 

"While  this  state  of  things  existed  in  Kii- 
rope and  the  danger  of  ho:-tile  intervention 
was  const  intly  incrc.ising,  the  government  of 
the  United  SttUes,  patient  to  the  last,  still  car- 
ried on  the  war  with  strict  ndhrrence  to  the 
principles  of  the  resolution  of  .Inly,  18.11.  It 
was  perfectly  well  iinderstoi  d  tiia:,  by  the 
terms  ol  this  resolution,  non-interference  with 
slavery  was  intended.  There  never  was  a 
moment,  iVoni  the  first  gun  fired  at  Sumter, 
till  the  .ippe.irance  ofthe  pro-lainatioii  ot  the 
1st  ol  .lanuary,  IWiS,  when  the  Siates  iu  re- 
bellion might  not  have  as.simied  their  allegi- 
ance, on  the  basis  of  that  lesoluiinn.  liuinot 
the  slightest  intimation  was  ever  given  in  any 
inau.festo  ot  the  Confederate  government,  by 
any  journal  supposed  to  express  its  view-s.  or 
by  any  prominent  individual  in  its  confidence, 
that  this,  condition  would  be  aitrced  tn,  or  iiny 
condition,  cxcejit  the  severance  of  the  Union. 
On  the  contrary,  the  firm  purnose  oCthc  lead- 
ers of  the  ri  beilion,  to  accept  no  terms,  short 
of  the  acknowlcngemeni  ofthe  S.iuthern  Con- 
federacy was  .leeiarcd  on  every  occasion  and 
in  every  form." 

:Alr.  Evcrefi  showed  ho.v  tJie 


showc'i  no.v  uie  jirogress 
of  events  fully  justified  the  IV.'sident 
in  drawing  a  new  weapon  from  the  armo- 
ry of  the  Public  Law,  by  his  issue  o  the 
Eiiian(;ipation  rroclamation.  On  t'lis 
subject  Mr.  IC verett  said  : 

TllK    K.M.V\CIl"ATION   PISOCLAMATION. 

"•My  opinion  on  this  measure  was  informal- 
ly asked  m  advance,  by  a  member  ofthe  cabi- 
net, and  I  expressed,  in  reply,  a  doubt  of  its 
policy,  though  I  added  that  1  hail  n»  doubt  of 
its  e.'iiistitutionallity.  1  did  not  regard  it  as  a 
me:isuie  of  great  practical  iuiportanec.  I  con- 
sidered slavery  as  doomed.  Its  Mr.  Stephens 
warned  his  fcllow-eitizcns  it  would  lie,  by  the 
operations  ofthe  war,  and  by  what  particular 
iustnimentality,  or  in  wpat  precise  form,  pro- 
vided it  is  constitutionally  done,  was  of  no 
great  moment.  I  have  no  belief. In wcver.tliat 
the  measure  has  had  the  slightest  cITect  in  in- 
creasing the  dillienlties  ot  paeifiea'ion.  The 
governing  class  will  hold  out  for  independ- 
ence till  their  military  power  is  crushed. 
When  that  is  done,  the  mass. -s  will  rise  and 
demand  peace. 

"  I  will  add  that  it  is  very  doiilitful  whether 
any  aet  ofthe  g.iverntnent  of  the  United  Staes 
w-as  necessarv  to  lilierate  the  slaves  in  a  .State 
which  was  in  rebellion.  There  is  much  reason 
f  jr  the  opinion  that,  by  the  simple  act  of  levy- 
ing war  against  the  United  States,  the  relation 
of  slavery  w-as  terminated,  certainly  so  far  as 
concerns  the  duty  of  the  United  States  to  re- 
cognize it,  or  to'rcfrain  tVom  inttrfeiing  with 
it.  Not  being  founded  <m  the  laic  of  nature, 
and  resting  solely  on  positive  loc  tl  law,  and 
that  not  ofthe  United  States,  as  soon  as  it  be- 
comes either  the  motive  or  pretext  of  an  un- 
just war  against  the  Union  ;  an  etlicient  instru- 
ment in  the  hands  of  the  rcbel-s  fjr  carrying 
on  the  war;  a  source  of  military  strength  to 
the  relicliiou  and  ol  danger  to  the  governmeii' 
at  home  and  abroad,  with  tlic  additional  cer- 
tainty that,  in  any  event  but  its  aliandonment, 
it  will  continue,  in  all  future  time,  .o  work 
these  mischiefs,  who  can  supiiose  it  is  the  du- 
ty of  the  United  States  to  continue  to  recog- 
nize it :  To  maintain  this  would  iic  a  contra 
diction  in  terms.  It  would  bt-  to  recognize  a 
light  in  a  rebel  master  to  employ  his  slave  in 
acts  of  rebellion  and  trea.son.  and  the  d-aty  of 
the  slave  to  aid  and  abet  his  mi.ster  in  the 
commission  of  the  greatest  crime  known  lo 
the  law.  No  such  absurdity  can  be  admitted 
and  any  citizen  of  the  Uniteil  States,  from  the 
rrcsidentdow-n,  who  sho.ild,  by  an*  overt  act, 
recogni  e  the  duty  of  a  slave  to  obey  a  rebel 
master  in  a  hostile  operation,  would  himself 
be  giving  aid  and  comfor!  to  the  enemy." 

THK      EMAXCIl'ATIOX      FOI  ICY     IIOK.S   NOT 
I'REVKNT    rACIIH  ATION. 

"Wliile,  therefore,  I  think  nothing  can  Ix- 
clearer  than  that  the  Administration  is,  in  its 
emancipation  policy,  in  the  exercise  of  an  un- 
doulited  right  on  the  clearest  prini  iides  ofthe 
public  law,  I  have  no  bciief  tiiat,  by  adopting 
that  policy,  it  has  increased  the  difiiculty  of 
an  honorable  paciflcati- 11.  Conservative  men 
ol  all  parties  have,  with  the  best  intentions, 
as  it  seems  to  me,  acted  under  great  miscon- 
ceptions in  this  matte. .  The  idea  that  th.'' 
foundations  of  this  Union  reit  on  slavery,  and 
that  it  is  at  all  events,  and  under  all  cin-uni 
stances,  and  to  the  end  of  time,  to  be  cherish- 
ed and  prcscned,  is  quite  a  recent  idea.  The 
fathers  of  the  republic  knew-  nothing  of  it. 
'riiey  with  one  accord.  South  as  well  as 
North,  regarded  slavery  ns  an  evil  forced 
upon  the  country  in  Its  col|..nial  state,  and 
temporarily  tolerated.  It  was  supposed  to 
depend  oh  the  continued  im|>ortation  01 
slaves,  and  the  franiers  of  the  constitution  of 
I7.st)  Ijclieved  that  in  provid.ng  for  the  prohi- 
bition of  the  African  sl.ive-tradc  after  180s, 
they  had  commenced  the  alndition  of  slavery. 
Mr.' Webster  savs,  and  repeats  the  remark. 
In  his  speech  of  the  7th  March,  LS.50,  that  the 
members  of  the  Federal  Couventicu  'thought 
that  slavery  could  not  Ite  continued  in  ihe 
country  if' the  importation  of  slaves  were 
made  to  cease,  and  therefore  they  provided 
that  after  a  certain  period  the  importation 
might  be  prevented  by  an  act  of  the  new- 
government.'  'It  was  then  (April,  1770)  the 
prevailing  opinion,'  says  Kancroft,  (VIII., 
321,)  'especially  in  Virginia,  that  the  total 
prohibition  of  the  slave-trade  would,  at  no 
dismni  day,  be  followeil  by  universal  eman- 
cipation.' 

•  •  "Who  can  suppose  that,  within 
twenty  years,  an  entire  revoltttion  has  taken 
pie. -e  in  public  opinion  at  the  south  in  refer- 
cneo  to  an  interest  which  embraces  but  a 
•imall  minority  of  the  population  ?  There  arc 
but  fifteen  or  sixteen  hundred  thousand  per- 
sons directly  interested  as  slaveholders,  allow- 
ing a  family  of  five  to  every  in-rson  of  this 
class.  It  i.s"  abundantly  shown  he  the  bo.iks 
of  Mr.  Olmstead  and  other  intelligent  travel- 
lers having  the  best  means  of  observation, that 
there  is  no  sympathy  iKtwecn  small  proprie- 
lors  and  still  less  tiie  p<x>r  whites  and  rich 
planters.  The  highland  ridge  that  penetrates 
the  entire  southwest  almost  to  the  Onlf  of 
Mexico,  and  the  valleys  einliosomed  in  it,  are 
inhabited  by  an  industrious  population,  who 
ha.e  few  slaves  and  have  no  attichment  to  the 
institution  of  slavery.  I  have  within  a  few 
days  conversed  with  a  most  intelligent  gen- 
tleman, past  the  meridian  of  life,who,  to  avoid 
lieing  forced  into  the  trenches,  succeeded  a 
few  weeks  since  in  esciiping  from  one  ot  the 
Gulf  States  He  assured  tne  that  he  had  con- 
versed with  wealthy  planters  who  were  weary 
of  sacrificing  their  sons  to  preserve  their  slaves, 
and  it  is  within  my  personal  knowledge  that 
many  ofthe  most  enlightened  citizens  ol  the 
South  regard  slavery  as  an  unmitigated  evil. 
Thev  did  so  even  liefore  it  had  wantonly  in- 
volved them  in  the  measureless  calamities  ol 
war.    It  is  not  in  human  nature  that  the  mas- 


ses of  the  people  should  carry  on  a  ruinous 
war  Ibrever  to  gratify  the  pride,  the  iein|».  r, 
the  ambition  ol  a  few  political  and  inihtan 
le.iilers  ol  the  go\erning  aristocracy  to  whieji 
i  they  Deloiig  ?  Why  then  should  wc  overturn 
the  adiiiiiiistratioii  of  our  own  goverument  in 
the  crisis  of  the  slruggle,  in  order  to  bring  in 
sueces.sors  who  will  oiler  to  those  leaders  new 
guarantees  on  the  subject  ol  slavery.'  with 
the  assurance  laiforehaud  that  the  utier  will  l>tj 
rejected 

TUK  COXaTITfTION  AND  TUB  l,-.MOX. 

"Much  is  said  alnrnt  restoring  'the  constitu- 
tion as  it  IS  iiuti  the  Union  us  it  v.-.is.'  As 
I  have  lieeii  able  to  )>enetrate  1'  e  real  inten- 
tions of  the  Chicago  Democruei ,  ii  is  10  make 
overtures  of  i»eaeeon  that  noniin.il  b.isis,  with 
new  gu.iraiitees  and  new  compr"niises  on  the 
siilijeet  of  slavery.  II  .ve  tin  -c  who  favor 
such  .1  iiolicy  well  consi'dercd  wliat  the  Union 
was  and  the  const ition  is  in  Ih's:  resi)ec:  ?  A 
little  uupartial  relicetion  on  th.'  subject  will 
show  Ih  It  it  is  by  no  iiic.'hh  at 
the  North  that  the  dei»arMn.'  from 
its  sjiirit,  nay,  its  letter,  h>is  lakcn  place. 
I  do  not  relVr  to  extreme  opinion-  iiitered  bv 
ardent  men  north  and  .South,  but  to  |.  ^;islative 
acts  andolHcial  measures.  While  he  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  is  not  eliargable 
with  the  smallest  violation  of  its  constittiiion 
or  the  slightest  dejiarture  from  the  spirit  of 
the  Union  timt  very  far  tiie  contrar--  in  rcsjicet 
to  slavery,)  both  have  been  whollv  disregard- 
ed and  set  at  naught  by  the  slaveholding  in- 
terest. I  hive  uot  lime  nt  this  late  hour  to  go 
int..  this  di.smssion  at  length,  but  I  will  slate 
a  f  w-  propositions  which,  us  I  think,  defy 
refutation. 

'•  First,  by  the  wise  and  good  men  of  the 
South  !is  well  as  the  North,  who  framed  th.i 
c institution,  laveiy.  as  I  h.ivejilieady  .-tated, 
wiisconstdc'-ed  nndhabitunllv  declared  to  be 
a  social,  p  ..itical  and  moral  evil,  forced  npon 
us  by  the  co'  .id  governinent,  of  which  it  was 
l>  >ili  the  interest  and  duty  of  tlie  co-mtrv  to 
ri  I  itself  as  soon  as  possiolc.  For  this  reason 
they  would  not  .illow  the  word  'sltive'  to  find 
a  place  in  the  constitution,  in  order,  us  was 
urged  by  Mr.  Madison,  that  thev  might  not 
seem  to  recognize  s.eh  a  thing  as  propertv  in 
man. 

••  Secondly,  it  was  univers.illv  believed  at 
th.it  time  that  slavery  ciuild  onlV  be  kept  i;  1 
by  tie  .\frican  slave  tr;i<le.  Several  of  the 
.States  had  alieady  prohibited  if,  and  the  con- 
stitution  i.ia.le  provision  f'lr  its  fin.d  jirohibi- 
tiin  iu  f.vcntv  years,  which  actually  took 
place. 

"Ihirdly,  contemporaneously  with  the  for- 
matioii  of  the  ei'tistitntioii,  slaverv  wasl.v  the 
o.dinance  of  I7H7  iirohibited  in  all  thctcirito- 
ry  tlicii  belonging  to  the  Unitetl  State--,  under 
circniiiitanccs  that  exclude  the  idea  that  anv 
dillcreuce  ol' policy  would  be  pursiieil  in  ler- 
ritury  hereafter  to  lie  acquired.  This  ]iro!iibi- 
tion  was  accoriipanied  bv  the  ciaiiscforthe  ex- 
tri'dition  of  fugitives  held  to  lalior,  from  which 
ihewiird  slnre  Wi\»  carefully  e:;clnded. 

•'  Fourthly,  .\s  a  cmpen's.aion  lor  allowing 
tliree-l'fthsol'the  slaves  to  be  .added  to  the 
representative  numbers  (an  iirr.ingemcnt 
whicli  ha.-.iluiost  always  .securtid  to  the  slave- 
helding  States  the  control  ofthe  governinent) 
it  WIS  jirovidert  that  direct  taxation  should  l)e 
iissesse.l  on  the  same  princijile. 

"Siith  is  the  'Uni'in  as  it  was  and  the  Con- 
.stitution  as  it  is,"  in  the  intendment  of  itsfram- 
ers.  v.  hat  have thoy  .iiiee  become:  whttare 
they  new-:-  Instead  of  a  nniversnllv  recog- 
nized temiKirary  evil,  placed  in  a  tnin  of  e.x- 
tinetioii  In  the  prohibition  of  ihe,\frican  slave 
trade,  a  struggle,  commencing  with  the  rapid 
exiens:on  or  the  c  .ti,:in  culture,  has  teen  kcjit 
lip  lor  forty  yetirs  to  preserve,  periicfnitc  and 
extend  slavery  ;  and  this  struggle  has  ■.-itlini- 
n..ted  in  a  gi^'antie  war  against  that  very  con- 
stitution, and  iu  order  to  ett'ect  that  object, 
by  a  rupture  ofthe  Union.  Or,  if  we  choose 
t.iconsiler  the  rupture  of  the  Union  as  the  pri- 
mary oliject,  theu  slaverv  is  the  ptctext  and 
r.ilh  in,;  cry  m.;de  use  ot  to  efi'c.  t  it,  while  the 
new  govi  niment  proposed  to  be  erected  on  the 
rains  of  the  '  Union  as  it  was,'  is  declared  to 
h:-  built  on  the  coi  ner-^tone  of  slavery.' 

-Mr.  Evere't  concluded  with  a  brief  ic- 
view  ef  hi.s  ovn  e.ir->ris  to  .ivoit  the  ca- 
tastrophe ot  civil  war,  defini.ig  hij  pies- 
cnt  position  and  that  of  all  loyal  men,  in 
the  fcliowing  olo<iiierit  terms  : 

"Pursuing  this  policy  t'j  the  hist.  I  gave  my 
humble  support  to  all  the  healing  measures 
which  were  brought  forward  in  the  winter  of 
IS'itt.fd.  Kvery  sentiment  which  I  uttered  on 
these  occasions  was  received  with  ap|)robatiou 
by  the  entire  conservative  prcs.s  of  the  coun- 
trv,  v.liig  and  democratic,  and  now,  because 
1  upport  the  g.jvernmen'  in  a  righteous  war 
ot  self  defense— a  w..r,  nitirked  on  the  jiart  of 
the  enemy,  with  every  character  of  treason  to 
the  Union,  and  of  violence  and  cruel  y  to 
Union  men  of  the  Somli,  lam  daily  taunted 
cd  with  inconsisency,  by  writers  andt|)e.ikers 
who  iH.iieiirrcd  with  ev.ryihing  I  wrote  and 
5-nid  in  f  ivor  of  peace,  and  now  think  them- 
selves defamed  if  any  doubt  is  expressed  of 
ilieir..-inceiity  in  urging  the  prosecution  ofthe 
war  till  tlieiebelhoii  and  'the  people'  waiting 
it  are  'erusheil.' 

"Ihiino!  felioiv-cifi/ens,  the  contest  could 
not  be  avoided.  The  political  ami  miiitary 
l-nders  of  the  South  were  determined  to  bring

A  Oariosity« — During  the  Indian 
expedition  the  past  summer,  our  troops 
discovered  large  numbers  of  petrified 
trees  lying  upon  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  the  earth  which  once  surrounded 
them,  having  sunk  away,  leaving  them 
exposed.  A  specimen  of  this  kind  can 
be  seen  at  the  Merehant's  Hotel.  It  is 
probably  a  portion  of  the  trunk  ol  a  tam- 
arack tree,  is  about  two  feet  long,  one 
foot  thick,  and  weighs  170  pounds.  The 
grain  of  the  wood  is  (juite  distinct,  and 
pieces  can  be  scaled  off. 

Mr.  Shaw,  of  the  .Merchanl''s,  has  some 
specimens  of  petrified  leaves  which  were 
found  in  the  same  locality.  The  forma- 
tion of  the  leaves  remair  s  perfect.  They 
seem  to  have  becaiiie  imbedded  in  clay 
and  then  changed  to  stone.

OUTRAGES  IN  MISSOURI. 

Fiendish  Cruelty  of  Bill  .4ndei^ 
sou  iftutl  bis  CSaue. 


St.  Louis,  Monday,  Oct.  24. — Seve- 
ral prominent  citizens  of  Ulasgow,  in- 
cluding Ben.  VV.  Lewis,  Major  .fos.  W. 
Lewis,  Dr.  Vaughn,  Colonel  Clark  and 
others,  arrived  at  Lauriuc  Bridge,  on  the 
Pacific  Kailroad,  last  night.  Since  Pri- 
ce's forces  left  (iiasgow,  Quantrell  and 
Anderson,  have  been  there,  committing 
all  kinds  of  outrages.  The  following  is 
an  account  of  the  robbing  of  Ben.  VV. 
Lewis,  father  of  the  firm  of  Lewis  and 
Brother,  extensive  tobacconists— a  staunch 
Union  man  of  great  wealth  and  influence. 
This  is  from  bis  own  lip.s. 

About  1  o'clock  Friday  night  Bill  An- 
derson, who  occupied  i-ilasgow  with  a 
company  of  his  men,  accompanied  by  a 
Captain  from  Calaway  county,  went  to 
Lewis'  house  and  demanded  his  presence. 
Upon  being  told  he  was  not  ut  home,  An- 
derson said  unless  he  wa«  forthcom- 
ing, he  would  burn  the  house, 
but  if  he  made  his  appearance 
his  life  would  spared.  Upon  this  assur- 
ance, Mrs,  Lewis  sent  for  her  htisOand. 
Mrs.  John  B  Clark,  mother  of  the  rebel 
Gen.  Clark,  and  D.  C.  Yortb,  brother- 
in-law  of  Sterling  Price,  were  stop:  ing  at 
Lewis'  house,  neither  of  whom  no.-  Mrs. 
Lewis,  were  allowed  to  say  a  word. 
When  Mr.  Lewis  appeared.  At  d'  rson 
said,  "I  have  heard  of  you  aud  old  Price 
has  heard  of  you,  down  in  Arkansas 
and  Texas.  You  have  damaged  our  cause 
more  than  any  ten  men  in  the 
State."  Anderson  then  demanded  I^ew- 
is'  money  or  life,  declaring  he  had  vast 
sums,  that  Lewis  gave  him  about  a  thous- 
and dollars,  saying  it  was  all  he  had. 
But  this  did  not  satisfy  him,  and  he 
commenced  a  teries  of  outrages  upon 
Mr.  Lewis,  which  are  almost  unparaleled 
in  the  annals  of  even  savage  warfare, 
lie  first  knocked  Lewis  down  by  a  blow 
on  the  bead  with  his  pistol,  which  was 
repeated  several  times,  both  Anderson 
and  his  aid  mingling  their  blows  with 
blasphemous  and  obscene  curses.  An- 
derson then  stood  Lewis  on  his  head, 
doubled  him  up  and  jumi>ed  upon  him, 
and  Anderton  and  this  Captain  put  the 
muzzles  of  both  tlejir  pisti.ls  in  bis 
mouth,  and  at  once  crammed  them  down 
hit  throat,  choking  him  terribly,  asking 
him  how  he  liked  that.  This  Wiis  repeat- 
ed several  times.  Anduisou  also  made 
Lewis  stand  against  the  wall  and  shot  at 
his  legs  across  the  room,  hitting  them. 
He  then  placed  his  pittol  to  Lewis'  knee, 
and  fired  down  at  his  feet,  the  powder 
burning  his  legs.  This  was  done  twice. 
He  alsi)  chok<!d  Lewis  several  times. 
Then  taking  his  knill;  out,  seized  Lewis 
by  the  neck  and  felt  for  his  jugiar  vein, 
pricking  it  with  the  knife,  and  giving  an 
Indian  yell,  said :  "  This  old  fellow  thinks 
more  ol  his  mo  ■ey  than  his  lif.?,  and  I'll 
cut  his  throat."  .tVfter  this  Lewis  was 
taken  from  his  house  guarded  by  Ander- 
son, who  went  to  hunt  up  what  money  he 
could  in  town.  He  found  two  ladiis,  who 
went  to  work  to  raise  money  for  him. 
While  the  money  was  l-.eiiig  raised,  An- 
derson laid  J.ewis  on  the  counter  oi  a 
store,  and  with  his  knife  ripped  his 
shirt  collar  open  and  slit  his  vest  and 
pants  in  pieces.  This  was  about  two 
o'clock  ill  the  morning,  and  Lewis  having 
suffered  for  four  hours,  was  seizL-d  with 
a  chill  8s  he  lay  on  the  counter.  Ander- 
son told  his  Orderly  to  pile  sum  chairs  on 
the  legs  of  the  old  coon  to  keep  them 
still,  which  was  done.  Finally,  Mrs. 
Thompson,  cousin  of  Lewi-.,  who  had 
raised  all  the  money  left  in  the  town,  it 
having  been  previously  stripped  by  Price's 
army,  asked  the  Callaway  county  officer 
with  Anderson  how  much  money  it  would 
take  to  release  I^ewis.  He  replied  four 
thousand  dollars.  This  sum  she  pro- 
duced, turec  thousand  being  in  paper  and 
one  thousand  in  gold  This  being  done, 
Anderson  turned  Lewis  over  to  Mrs. 
Thompson,  remarking  as  he  did  so  be 
would  rather  have  Lewis'  life  than  his 
money.  Throughout  the  whole  pro- 
ceeding Anderson  frecpicntly  imitated  the 
Indian  war  whoop,  mentioning  the  name 
of  the  tribe  he  imitated.  Lewis'  body  is 
covereil  all  over  from  head  to  foot  with 
blow.s  and  shots  he  received.  Anderson 
would  punch  him  every  few  minutes  with 
bis  pistol,  besides  often  striking  him 
blows  heavy  enough  to  knock  him  down. 
His  throat  is  swelled  and  the  insidj  of 
bis  mouth  raw.  To  add  to  the  horror  of 
these  (mtrages,  Anderson  and  the  Gallo- 
way county  Captain  took  n  negro  girl,  12 
or  13  years  old,  into  another  room  and 
both  of  them  ravished  her  by  turns — one 
torturing  Lewis  while  the  other  was  com- 
mitting the  outrage  on  the  negro  girl. 
This  was  done  while  the  rebel  General  J. 
B.  Clark's  mother,  and  Sierling  Prices's 
brother-in-law,  besides  Mr.  Lewis'  wife, 
were  in  the  same  house,  and  not  permit- 
ton  to  stir  out  of  it.

We  think,  with  our  correspondent,  that 
our  speakers  often  fail  lo  meet  Uie  issues 
of  the  e  inv:tS4  by  allowing  their  atten- 
tion to  Vie  diverted  by  side  issues  and 
talse  and  irrelevant  ijuestions  raised  by 
our  op[ioni'iit>'.

tween  the  second  and  fifth  corps,  massed 
General  Anderson's  division  of  Hill's 
corps,  and  charged  the  right  wing  of  the 
second  corps,  which  gave  way  and  fell 
back  a  short  distance,  but  being  reinforc- 
ed, charged  and  checked  the  advance  of 
the  rebels  and  captured  a  number  of 
prisoners. 

Our  loss  in  the  atlair  is  not  known,  but 
it  is  not  believed  to  be  heavy . 

A  few  minutes  after  the  rebel  cavalry, 
which  had  been  cut  off  on  the  lioydton 
Road,  made  an  attack  on  Gregg's  divis- 
ion, directly  in  the  rear  of  the  rid  corps, 
and  for  a  time  a  liharp  skirmish  was  kejit 
up.  Gregg  finally  drove  them  off.  In 
the  charge  made  on  the  2d  corps  two  guns 
were  said  to  have  been  taken  by  the  reb- 
els, but  it  is  stated  they  were  subseiiuent 
ly  recaptured.

Ithis  part  of  the  lino  until  after  dark,  when 
a  heavv  rain  ended  the  fighting  for  the 
day. 

The  9  th  corps  occupied  the  right  of  the 
advance,  but  did  not  gain  much  ground. 
The  object  was  to  allow  the  L-ft  to  get 
finely  around  the  Boydton  plank  road 
before  the  right  advanced.  A  colored 
division  of  the  9th  corps  ha<l  some  skir- 
mishing with  the  rebeh,  but  nothing  ap- 
proaching a  fight.  They  lost  a  few  m 
wounded. 

Gregg's  cavalry  had  a  sharp  fight  with 
the  rebels  in  the  forenoon,  when  they  at- 
tacked the  rear  of  his  column.  He 
charged  and  drove  them  back,  capturing 
numbers  of  prisoners,  and  eight  or  ten 
wagons,  loaded  with  provisions,  also, 
some  horses,  mules,  &c. 

The  troops  which  occupied  the  country 
over  which  we  passed  to-day  were  Booth- 
er's  and  Yonng's  divisions  of  South  Caro- 
lina and  Georgia  troops,  with  a  part  of 
Wilcox's  brigade. 

Our  left  wing  gained  about  1.5  miles  of 
country  to-day,  and  is  in  a  new  position 
to  attack  the  enemy's  works  on  the  field.

This  morning  the  entire  army  is  in  mo- 
tion, with  six  days'  rations  and  ammuni- 
tion for  any  emergency.  The  movement 
is  a  left  Hank  one  and  on  the  extreme  left. 
Gregg's  cavalry  is  swinging  around  to- 
wards the  South  Side  Kailroad  and  the 
Appomatox.  Then  comes  the  9th  coqis 
in  martial  array,  the  1st  division  leading, 
the  cavalry  with  rattling  artillery  and  the 
other  divisions  extending  to  the  5th 
corps,  upon  the  third  and  right  division 
of  which,  as  upon  a  pivot,  the  revolving 
line  is  turning,  while  the  2d  division  of 
the  2d  corps  are  keeping  time  with  the 
movement  as  a  reserve. 

The  immediate  objective  point  of  the 
movement  is  the  South  Side  Kailroad  and 
the  Appomatox  River. 

In  a  circle  of  existing  fortified  lines,  uur 
line  being  once  extended  to  the  river,  with 
this  natural  barrier  between  ours  and  the 
main  rebel  army,  it  will  be  a  very  easy 
matter,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  a 
map,  to  keep  the  Danville  {Railroad  on 
the  south  side  of  the  Appomatox  con- 
stantly cut  by  cavalry  raids. 

It  is  impossible  to  foresee  at  wh^t 
point  the  movement  will  stop,  ^nd  i  do 
not  think  the  plan  is  to  extend  the  move- 
ment particularly  at  this  time,  further 
than  to  the  Appomatox,  when  the  Dan- 
ville Railroad  south  of  the  Apoonvitox 
will  naturally  be  the  next  objective  point 
of  attack. 

General  Grant  has  just  arrived  from 
City  Point  with  orderlies  and  two  days' 
rations  of  sandwiches,  &c.

While   in  Terry's  of- 
fice, two  soldiers  came  in   and   signed  a 
power    of    attorney,    and    each    placed 
Union  electoral  tickets  with    Democratic 
State  ticket  in  envelopes,    but  Terry  ah- 
strncied   the  Union  and  substituted  Dem- 
ocratic   ileetorial   tickets.       Wood  then 
informed  the  Provost  Marshal  ot  the  bus- 
iness. 

A  numl>'>r  of  letters,  «&c.,  seiijed  in 
Terry's  oHice  were  exhibited.  The  let- 
ters are  all  emgi^atical,  and  contain  no 
open  admisNHins  of  frauds.  The  names 
of  Peter  Cagger,  H.  Crandall,  Sheriff  of 
Albany,  and  K.  Newcomb,  of  Albany, 
frequently   occur.

Ft .  Lofis,  Oclober  25. — A  dispatch 
from  Wasbingtori.  Mo.,  says  the  dead 
bo'Iies  of  .Miijor  Wilson,  of  the  .'(d  Missou- 
ri mili  ia,  and  six  of  his  men,  captured  by 
the  tebt;ls  at  Pilot  Knob,  hive  been  found 
ill  the  woods  in  Franklin  tour.ty.  Major 
Wilson  was  shot  through  the  body  sever- 
al times.  He  was  iilentiiied  by  papers 
found  u(ion  his  body,  and  llierrt  Kcems  to 
be  no  doubt  that  lie  anil  his  men  were 
miinleredby  their  captors.  When  it  was 
ascertained  that  theiie  men  had  been 
turned  over  to  a  baud  of  guerril'as  to  be 
executed,  the  Provost  Marshal  of  this 
Department,  bv  order  of  Gen.  Kosecrans. 
Sent  a  rebel  Major  and  six  privates  in 
irons  to  Alton,  to  be  held  until  the  fate  of 
Maj'ir  Wilson  shiuld  be  known.  When 
it  is  definitely  learretl  that  Wilson  and 
his  m.:'n  were  killed  by  the  rebels,  these 
(.'onlederate  hostages  will  'oe  shot  in  re- 
taliation. 

lATER. 

Col  G.  Harry  Stone  arrived  in  this 
city  this  morning,  with  the  papers,  &c., 
fount!  on  the  body  of  Major  \\  ilson,  who 
was  murdered  by  the  rebels,  alter  he  was 
taken  prisoner  by  them  at  the  battle  of 
Pilot  Knob.  The  paptr.^,  wiiich  consist 
of  orders  from  Kwing,  telegraphic  dis- 
patches and  private  letters,  were  h&nded 
over  to  General  Ewing,  and  are  now  in 
his  posstssion.  No  doubt,  therefore,  re- 
mains as  to  the  terrible  fate  of  Major 
Wilson.  It  appeared  that  h^  was  sh't 
through  the  body  several  times,  but  the 
pipers  in  hi.s  possession  were  left  undis- 
turbed. Tba  bodies  of  the  six  men  who 
were  captured  with  .Major  Wilson,  were 
also  found  at  the  same  time.  The  hosta 
ges  held  for  Wilson  at  Alton  will  proba- 
bly be  shot  on  Monday.

Notwithstanding  you  have  a  host  (  f  corres- 
pondents here.  I  will  spend  a  few  uu  inents  in 
giving  you  some  items  in  relation  to  the  .Sixth 
Minnesota  Infantry,  knowing  the  airciety  felt 
by  the  faini.ies  of  the  regiment. 

Within  a  lew  days  p. 1st  we  have  had  white 
frosts,  which  citizens  here  say  kills  the  mala- 
ria, and  is  the  commencement  of  the  healthy 
season. 

There  arc  are  at  present  but  vi  ry  few  wlio 
arc  considered  dangerously  sick,  and  our  ex- 
cellent surgeon,  IJclden.  told  t!n'  writer  this 
moniing  that  he  did  not  intend  to  let  any 
more  ol  the  men  die.  We  have  a  long  list  of 
convalescents,  alsjut  two  hundred  and  fifty, 
j  who,  under  skillful  treatment,  will  very  soon 
be  in  the  ranks  for  duty,  ainl  are  already  able 
to  take  full  rations.  There  are  over  two  hun- 
dred of  the  regiment  absent  sick,  having  been 
sent  to  Memphis  and  .St.Loiiis.  Atthetimewe 
had  no  surgeon,  and  the  mortality  was  greater 
than  at  any  other  jicriod. 

Col.  Crooks  li.HS  been  quite  III  for  several 
days.  It  is  rninored  that  he  has  tendered  his 
resignation,  and  expects  to  go  North  iu  a  few 
days.  Miyor  Orant  is  in  command  of  the 
regiment,  and  as  usual  devotc-i  hi--  time  and 
energies  for  the  comfort  of  the  men. 

Our  Chaplain,  Cobb,  has  not  escaped  the 
diseases  of  this  climate.  He  has  been  quite  il* 
for  several  weeks,  but  is  convalescent,  and  ex- 
pects to  l>e  at  his  post  in  a  few  davs. 

The  fl-iends  of  the  tith,  as  well  as  ourselves, 
have  reason  to  lie  very  thnnklul  that  so  skilfuj 
a. "surgeon  as  Dr.  helden  was  sent  to  us  just 
when  he  was.  The  Regiment  was  nearly  all 
sick  and  disheartencii  when  he  arrived,  lie 
imiiiedi.itcly  saw  the  condition  we  were  in, 
and  went  to  work  in  earnest,  lieing  around  the 
camp  and  hospital  till  after  midnight,  pre- 
scritiing  medicines,  and  giving;  his  assistant 
instructions,  till  he  himself  was  almost  worn 
out.  Now,  all  are  hopeful,  and  the  Cth  will 
soon  be  itself  again. 

We  could  give  Dobbius  and  his  biishwhack- 
ini;  crowd  a  pretty  good  cleaning  out,  even 
now,  fliould  he  show  himself,  which,  by  the 
way,  he  is  threatening  to  do;  and  we  should 
not  be  surprised,  any  of  these  foggy  evenings, 
to  hear  the  '•  long  roll."  DatUly  I'rice  might 
taKC  it  into  his  head  to  make  us  a  visit  on  his 
way  back  from  his  Missouri  expedition.  .Such 
a  thin.?  "  moiight  be." 

Our  neighboring  city,  Memphis,  is  having  a 
grand  scare  alx)ut  now.  .\  great  many  of  the 
Memphis  troops  were  sent  to  Missouri;  and 
the  rebs,  who  constantly  hang  around  Mem- 
phis, waiting  an  opportunity,  seem  disposed  to 
improve  this  one.  We  learn  that  "  loop 
holes  "  arc  being  cut  through  the  walls  of  the 
principal  and  princely  dwellings,  much  to  the 
dismay  of  the  fair  occupants,  for  the  safety  of 
the  city,  in  case  of  an  attack.  Should  the  city 
be  captured,  it  would  be  doomed,  for  the  gun- 
boats would  soon  bum  it  down. 

The  c<dton  crop  lias  been  fully  secured  in 
this  region,  and  is  being  brought  in  to  the 
Goverumeiit  gin  and  presses  to  be  prepared 
for  ■larket.  1  have;  seen  several  intelligent 
looking  contrabands  who  had  leases  on  con- 
fiscated lands,  and  who  have  made  handsome 
little  fortunes  in  cotton  this  season. 

To  a  Northern  man  it  ^^elDs  odd  to  meet 
only  colored  women  iu  walking  the  whole 
length  of  our  prfncipsl  streets.  There  are  a 
few  white  women  here,  but  they  keep  housed 
very  closely,  while  the  cdored  girls  and 
women  are  constantly  moving  to  »nd  tro, 
carrv'lng  their  bundles  on  their  heads,  looking 
happy  and  samy.  as  iJiey  no  doubt  arc. 
The  men  (colored)  tnove  along  more  like 
horses  who  hare  just  bem  foundered.  I  have 
had  many  an  interesiin:,'  converstaion 
with  them  in  regard  to  their  past  history. 
But  few  seem  to  realize  their  great  change 
from  slavery  to  freedoni.  They  seem  to  be 
incapable  of  buying  g'-ovis  eveu  with  money 
in  their  hands,  and  they  are  no  doubt  sadly 
swindled  iij  trading  wftli  their  former  owners, 
who  are  the  principal  merchants  here,  and 
who,  many  of  them,  still  seem  to  consider 
them  inferior  iieing*.  Tliey  are  not  all  so  ver- 
dant, however,  ."^onie  of  them  are  as  much 
*oo  sharp,  and  are  perfectly  willing  to  keep 
themselves  the  poultry  of  their  former  mas- 
tei*s  and  sell  to  the  soldier  or  use  for  them- 
themse!>es. 

There  arc  a  gre«i  maay  '-ixior  white"  refu- 
gees coming    into   our    line^.      They    are  a 
wretched  looking  class  of  humanity,  and  are 
looked  down  upon  by  the   poorest    darkey  in 
the  community.      Some  of    them    are   sent 
North  by  the  Government  agents ;  others  set- 
tld  down  here,  building  huts   nronnd   the   su- 
buFhe,  ^qd  living,  tfaeLord  only  knows  how . 
One  of  these  men  had  be^n  lying   sick  a  long 
time,  with  no  purse  but  his  w  ife,  though   sev- 
eral families  livedln  the  immediate  vicinity. 
The  house  was  wftliin  sjgUt  of  my  window, 
and  ^ivas  awakened  early    a    few   mornings 
since,  by  a  woman's  wail,  which   too  plitinly 
told  me  that  the  husband  had  died,  and  .judge 
of  my  amazement  when  a  few  hours   later,  I 
saw  the  wife  and  another  woman,  (a  refugee) 
assisting  the  driver  of  a  cart  to  lift  .1  rude  box 
containg  the  corpse  of  the  husband  into   the 
cart,  and  the  two    women    accompanying   it 
alone,  aj.d  on  foot,  to  the  jn-ave.     I   whs    too 
sick  to  offer  my  assjstance,  or  call  for  any   in 
time,  but  1  sat  and  woudered  if  such  things 
could  by  any  possibility  ocenr  in  a  Minnesota 
town.    I  hope  never  to  witness  such  a   siifht 
again,  even  here.    Perhaps  we  in  the  North, 
are  not  wide  enough  awake  to  the  suffering  of 
the  needy  Jn  our  midst,.     Wc  hear  of  a   poor 
neighbor  who  is  siek,  but  do  we  visit  him  and 
see  if  any  little  kindness  would  not    alleyiau; 
pain,  or  sooth  the  dying  pillow?     Arc  we  .so; 
absort>ed  in  our  own  affairs    that  we  neglect 
the  poor  around,  in    saying  "be    ye    clothed 
and  lie  ye  led,"  while  we  roll  in  luxury,  dres- 
ced  in  fine  cloth  and  silks,  and  make   a  great 
bustle,  rushing   to    the  sick    bed    of    a    rich 
neighlwr,  who  is  already  tjeing  gradually  kil- 
led by  too  many  nurses,  and  too  much   otH- 
( ious  kindness.    Oh,  I  wish  I  had    a  million 
of  dollars  to  distribute  among   the  iuAetfa^ 
families  of  our  absent  Kridiers.      Methinks  I 
could  find  many  a  place  to   deposit    a  basket 
pf  substantial  food,  and  a  bundle    of    muslin 
and  shoes,  or  even  partly    worri   clothes.     If 
all  felt  as  I  do,  and  had  .seen  as  much  fu^man 
misery  from  want,  as    I    have    seen    since  I 
came  into  the  unny,  there  would    be   fjewef 
silks  and  satins   purchased,  and  much  more 
Now  that  the   cold, 
and  all    the  necessa- 


war  companion,  that  arc  bound  to  this  regi- 
ment by  kindred  and  .sacred  ties,  and  who 
search  your  columns  that  they  may  find  but  a 
word  from  the  regiment  to  which  their  "dear 
ones"  belong. 

We  arrived  in  Nashville  the  third  inst.,  hav- 
ing liecn  eleven  days  on  the  way.  We  eiyoy- 
ed  Jiuth  the  smooth  and  the  rough  sceneries 
by  the  way-side,  but  best  of  all  the  hearty 
cheers,  liberal  receptions  and  kind  attentions 
we  received  at  different  points  on  the  route 
one  of  which  1  cannot  torliear  mentioning,  as 
wo  had  been  in  tlie  camp  and  on  the  road  a 
sufhcient  time  to  learn  to  appreciate  the  pres- 
ence of  the  "  fair  sex." 

The  Chicago  ladies  spared  no  latxirto  make 
us  comfortable  and  satisfy  our  hunger  with 
such  eataliles  as  a  soldier  can  relish,  while  tlie 
sick  received  such  kind  attentions  as  will  al 
ways  Ite  remembered  by  them  with  gratitude. 
The  "  soldiers'  Home"  of  that  city  is  truly 
an  honor  to  her,  and  well  deserves  the  support 
of  the  public.  We,  in  acknowledgment  of  the 
kind  attention  shown  us,  donated  to  it  $-00  in 
provisions,  &<•.  May  Heaven  reward  the  la- 
dies who  arc  doing  such  a  noble  work  for  their 
countrv-,  in  relieving  the  wants  of  the  soldier 
and  alleviating  their  sufferings  who  are  far 
from  their  homes,  many  of  wliom  would  never 
return  to  them  were  it  not  for  the  ijcst  care. 

The  boys  arc  cheerful  and  confident  of  suf- 
cess  in  the  cause  which  they  have  espoiisedi 
and  becoming  more  so_  as  the  days  go  by 
leaving  behind  favorable  news.  We  feel  the 
duty  which  we  owe  our  country,  and  hope  to 
discharge  it  in  suppressing  a  wicked  rebellion. 
Know  all  men  tliat  wc  are  not  of  the  Copper- 
head stripe.  We  do  net  support  any  one  who 
favors  a  platform  that  in  any  way  sympathiz- 
es with  the  rebellion,  as  that  of  the  Chicago 
Conventon  evidently  does.  When  I  use  the 
pronoun  we  in  this  letter,  I  mean  two-thirJs 
or  more  of  the  regiment.  We  are  for  the 
Union  as  it  can  be  ;  for  the  supporting  of  the 
administration;  for  punishing  treason  and 
conspiracy  against  the  government;  for  the 
ru-elcetion  of  Lincoln  as  the  sure  way  of  a 
sjieedy  and  honorable  termination  of  the  war ; 
for  dealing  with  men  as  such,  and  traitors  as 
traitors.  It  was  not  for  the  support  of  party 
that  we  gave  our  votes,  but  for  the  principles 
of  .justice  aud  humanity,  which  have  been  car- 
ried out  under  the  present  administration. 
We  trust  one  who  has  been  tried,  whose  prin- 
ciples ai-e  known,  and  whose  capacity  to  rule 
wc  do  not  question.  And  we  would  not  now 
plunge  Into  a  mighty  gulf  to  escape  the  gentle 
showers,  and  let  the  sun,  which  is  justapjiear-

Mr.  Gilman 's  opening  speech  was  almost  en- 
tirely a  rehearsal  of  the  stereotyped  Copper- 
head nonsense  thatthe  emancipation  policy  <.f 
the  I'resid.nt  had  united  the  South  in  a  de^- 
per.iteand  nnconqiicrabic  hostility  to  the  Go- 
vernment, and  that  peace  or  a  restoration  of 
the  Inion  was  impossible  till  that  policy  w:;- 
withdrawn. 

Mr.   Donnelly's    reply    was  crushing,     lie 
showed  thatthe  war  had  been  waged  for  two 
years  upon    the    conservative  policy    recoM- 
mcndedby  Oilman;  that  in  all    that  time  we 
had  hardly  ''aincd  a  victory  in  the  field,  and 
had  suffered    an   altn/st  continuous  series  of 
disasters;  that  the  conscr\-ative policy  did  not 
subtract  a  single  rebel  from  the  rebel  cause ; 
that  in  all  tlie  two  years  of  that  baneful  exper- 
iment, there  was  not  the   slightest  indication 
of  the  formation  of  a  I'nion  party  at  the  South, 
or  anv  division  of  tl-.e  .«onth,  or  of  any  weak- 
ening of  the  rebel  strength  in  any  manner- 
morally  or  physically.    .A.nd  he  showed.more- 
ovcr,  that  while  that  policy  was  steadily  pur- 
sued by  Mr.  Lincoln,  in  spite  ofall  its  obvion- 
di  advantages,  to  conciliate  Northern  Demo- 
crats,   Mr.  Vallandigham  and   his  associates 
were  steadily  insisting  on  the  S4ime  pence  poli- 
cy which  wasafterv.ard>  adopted  at  Chicago, 
ill  a  platform   of  which  he  was   the  author. 
Mr,      Donnelly    shor.cd      that      since      the 
adoption    of    tho    emancipation    policy,   our 
arms     had     met      with      almost     contin- 
uous    success     in     almost     every      field  ; 
that  ft  liad  subtracted  two   millions  of  slaves 
from  the  labor  resources  of  the  Rebellion  and 
added  2.i(),0'>0    black   men  to  the  numerical 
force  of  our  armies,  and  to  the   employments 
in  aid  of  onr  armies,    and   that,  at  the   same 
lime,  with  tho  abolition  of  slavery,  it  removed 
III,'  only  lilotncle  lo  reconstruction.     His  ar- 
gument on  this  point,  of  which  I  can  give  only 
t!:c  substante,  was  conclusive  and  irresistible. 
He  also  showed  that  the  leading  Democrats 
of  the  North,  with  the  great  mass  of  the  party 
insisted,  from  the  first,  upon  tbe  adoption  of 
an  cinaneipation  policy,  and   that  many   who 
werj  now  alleging  that  policy  as  an  excuse  for 
opposing  the  Government,  were   the  loudest 
in  demanding  its  adoption,  and  among  them 
he  instanced  .Mr.  Gilman  himself,  from  whose 
speeches  he  quoted,  especially  when  he  said 
at  the  great  Snmter  meeting  in  St.   Paul,   in 
1861— "that  the  sword  would  never  be  sheath- 
ed till  the  last  slave  is  free  on  the  American 
Continent." 

-Mr.  Donnelly's  scathing  exposures  of  poor 
Uilman's  inconsistences  and  falsehoods  tickled 
the  audience  wonderfully,  and  they  roared 
vi!:!  ;  .1 /!  r  i- er  that  excoriated  renegade, 
who  withered  under  Mr.  Donnelly's  lash.  He 
grew  white  in  the  face  with  rage,  and  when 
he  rose  to  reply  he  was  evidently  laI>oring 
with  such  a    load  of  rage  and  mortification 


which  Mr.  Donneliy  had  read  from  speeches 
formerly  delivered  by  him,  and  no  doubt  they 
thought  it  a  very  good  joke,  but  the  best  of  the 
joke  was  he  had  never  uttered  the  words  im- 
puted to  him  or  anything  like  them.  It  was 
true,  he  said,  that  he  had prrciic/ci/ that  the  war 
would  never  end  till  slavery  was  alx>lished, 
and  h?s  siieech  culd  be  found  correctly  re. 
,1..:  •(.:■.  ;i..  ."i'<'j««r Of  that  date.  [Howthis 
alters  the  case  your  correspcmdent  fails  to  see. 
for  if  he  ur  red  on  a  war  which  he  knew  was 
going  to  alHihsh  slavery,  he  was  knowingly  a 
party  to  an  al'Olition  war,  but  1  leave  you  to 
Settle  the  matter  with  him,  as  you  have,  iu 
fact,  already  done]  He  denied  a  statement 
of  Mr.  Donnelly  that  Vallandigham  was  the 
acknowledg.  i!  leader  of  the  Democratic  party 
and  was  the  cutlio;-  of  the  Chicago  platform; 
said  that  Vallandif;iiam  bad  been  released  by 
fhi  Administration  and  sent  home  from  Cana- 
da "to  pini'  the  devil  icith  the  Democratic 
party,  and  re  had  plai/ed  the  derii  tcith  tt"  an 
admission  th;  t  was  greeted  with  shouts  of 
laughter  tjy  tUe  Uepublicans. 

He  declared  aUo  that  if  the  rebel  sypatbiis- 
ers  in  Kentucky,  or  those  who  refused  to  take 
the  oath  rejuired  by  its  Legislature,  were  no^ 
allowed  to  v.>'e,  "there  tcculd  be,  and  there 
oupht  to  be, ciiil tear  in  the  North" — a  senti- 
ment which  v,-as  loudly  cheered  by  his  Dimi- 
crathic  fricni!  -. 

A  voice  in  tiie  cro»-d  pertinently  inquired  if 
that  was  the  lind  of  peace  he  advocated. 

The  whole  of  Gilman's  closing  speech  was 
very  wcdi  and  confused,  showing  that  he  bad 
l>een  hurt  to  t lie  quick  by  his  able  antagonist, 
and  the  debate  had  a  crushing  etfect  upon  the 
spiritii  ot"  the  Copperheads.  They  felt  that 
they  had  been  eotnpleteiy  used  up,  and  that 
no  ground  w.is  I  ft  lor  tlijiu  to  stand  on. 

Gilman  will  hardly  accept  another  challenge 
to  meet  Mr.  Donnelly,  lie  assured.  As  the 
meeting  was  orriginally  called  by  the  Cop- 
perheads there  was  probably  a  majority  of 
that  stripe  present.  They  heard  more  truth 
than  had  reached  their  ears  l)efore  in  the 
whole  campaign.

IlEADQCAttTEUS  ARMY  OF  PoTOMAC,  ; 

Oct.  29,  1862.      \ 

The  late  movements  of  this  army  have 
resulted  in  extending  our  lines  as  far  as 
Hatcher's  Run,  on  the  Duncan  road,  an 
advance  of  about  three  miles  beyond  our 
former  position  on  the  left,  and  the  dis- 
covery of  the  exact  position  of  the  ene- 
my's lines  and  the  works  erected  for  their 
defensive  operations,  as  well  as  a  more 
complete  knowietlge  of  the  country  be- 
tween us  and  the  Southside  railroad. 

It  was  not  believed  ihat  tbt;  enemy  had 
any  veiy  strong  works  in  this  direction, 
and  that  by  taking  them  by  surprise  they 
could  be  easily  driven  to  the  inner  line's 
of  Petersburg,  but,  to  the  surprise  of  ail, 
not  only  were  the  enemy  found  intrenched 
on  bo  h  sides  of  the  Boydton  road,  but 
they  had  strong  works  on  both  sides  oi 
the  Run  extending  several  miles. 

The  2nd  corps  in  the  charge  on  the 
plank  road  drove  the  rebels  from  their 
works  on  the  south  side  of  the  Run  and 
across  the  bridge  of  which  they  held  pos- 
session until  ordered  to  withdraw. 

On  the  advance  of  the  5th  corps  they 
moved  on  the  south  side  of  tbe  Run  and 
tbe  road  being  very  crooked  in  this  vicin- 
ity by  keeping  -lose  to  it  there  was  a  gap 
between  its  left  and  the  right  of  the  :ind 
corps.  The  enemy  took  advantage  of 
this  and  massing  in  the  wood  made  a  most 
determined  assault  on  the  right  of  the  2nd 
division  of  the -Jnd  corps,  evidently  with 
the  intention  of  capturing  tlie  entire  force 
on  the  right.  Their  charge  for  a  short 
time  was  a  success  bftt  our  men  rallied, 
and  charged  in  turn,  driving  the  rebels 
back  and  cutting  oH' the  greatest  part  of 
Anderson's  brigade  of  Hills  corps.  The 
number  of  prisoners  thus  taken  here  was 
about  40<>  including  many  officers. 

Meantime  tbe  ;jth  corps  had  reached 
the  enemy's  works  on  the  front,  and  be- 
came wholly  engaged.  The  loss  here 
was  not  so  heavy  as  in  the  2d  corps. 
Darkness  approaching,  and  it  being  deem- 
ed unsafe  to  occupy  so  extended  a  line, 
with  strong  works  in  front  exposed  to 
flank  attacks  from  cavalry,  orders  were 
issued  to  withdraw  about  two  miles,  which 
was  done  without  loss. 

During  the  engagement  the  enemy 
drove  our  men  from  two  guns,  but  before 
they  could  be  removed,  our  men  charged 
and  retook  them. 

The  loss  of  the  enemy  cannot  be  stated, 
but  it  is  thought  to  be  about  as  heavy  as 
our  own  in  killed  and  wounded,  while 
their  loss  in  prisoners  is  much  larger  than 
ours.  We  took  about  oO<J  altogether 
during  the  day. 

(ien.  Grant  and  staff  were  present  dur- 
ing the  entire  day,  and  in  company  with 
Gen.  Meade,  watched  the  variojs  move- 
ments. 

During  Thursday  night  the  rebels  made 
an  assault  on  our  works  south  of  where 
the  mine  was  sprung  but  were  driven 
back  with  considerable  loss.  Near  the 
same  place  a  party  from  the  first  division 
of  the  2nd  corps  made  a  dash  on  a  rebel 
fort,  and  captured  it,  taking  a  colonel,  a 
major,  captain  and  lieutenant  and  twenty 
men  prisoners  and  bringing  oflftwo  guns. 
Our  picket  line  was  advanced  here  for 
some  distance  and  our  men  still  held  their 
new  ground.

The  Iribune's  dispatch  fram  the  Army 
ol  the  James  on  the  28th,  says  of  the  de- 
monstrations made  by  Butler's  forces : 

Gen.  Terry  moved  the  10th  corps  out 
in  advance  of  our  extreme  right  and  be- 
gan occupying  the  country  along  the 
scene  of  the  fight  of  the  14th  inst.,  and 
from  that  point  on  tbe  Derbytown  road 
northwardly  to  the  Charles  City  road. 
Considerable  desultory  firing  occurred 
during  the  day  without  further  eflTect  than 
to  show  the  enemy's  strength. 

The  18th  corps,  meanwhile,  accompa  • 
nied  by  Kautz'  cavalry,  moved  out  to- 
ward the  Williamsburg  road,  and  there 
engaged  the  eneipy  late  lo  the  afternoon 
with  varying  success.

Since  the  army  returned  to  its  old 
quarters,  Friday,  nothing  has  been  done. 
As  our  troops  returned,  the  rebel  cavalry 
followed  us  closely,  but  did  not  do  much 
damage.  They  made  repeated  attempts 
to  charge,  but  were  repul.secj  with  loss. 

As  far  as  ascertained,  our  losses  reach 
1500.  The  2d  corps,  which  di<l  most  of 
the  fighting,  lost  lu  officers  killed  and  ;U 
wounded.  The  cavaby  divisions,  it  ia 
thought,  lost  about  200  The  losses  of 
the  enemy  were  severe,  and  some  greater 
than  ours.  We  have  828  prisoners,  and 
four  battle  flags.

I  have  just  returned  from  the  cros&ing 
of  the  Boydton  p!ank  road  with  Ilia 
Hatcher's  creek.  Our  line  now  extends 
from  its  left  to  Armstrong's  mill,  thence 
by  the  souh  bank  of  Hatcher's  creek  to 
the  point  above  named.  At  every  point 
tbe  enemy  were  found  entrenched  and  bis 
works  manned.  No  attack  was  in3<'e 
during  the  day  further  than  to  drive  Lis 
pickets  and  cavalry  inside  of  the  main 
work.  Our  casualties  have  been  lisfht. 
probably  less  than  2iX>  killed,  wouiidod 
and  missing.  The  same  is  probable  with 
the  enemy.  We  captured  seven  load<-d 
teams  on  their  way  from  Stone's  Creek, 
about  a  dozen  beeves,  a  traveling  for;;e 
and  from  7o  to  KKi  prisoners. 

On  our  right  Butler  extended  round 
well  towards  the  York. own  road  without 
finding  a  point  unguarded.  I  shall  keep 
our  troops  out  where  they  am  till  toward 
noon,  to-morrow,  in  hopes  of  inviting  an 
attack.

The  attack  of  (>en.  Hancock,  now  that 
a  report  has  been  received,  proves  to  be 
a  decided  success.  He  repulsed  the  en- 
emy and  retained  his  position,  holding 
possession  of  the  field  till  midnight,  when 
he  commenced  withdrawing. 

Orders  had  been  given  for  the  with- 
drawal of  the  2d  corps  before  the  attack 
was  made.

That  it  was.  aa  a  war  measure,  perfect)}- 
constitutional  I  have  never  doubted,  and 
so  declared  in  an  article  published  at  the 
lime  ill  the  Co»i/»;ien<aZ  Maijmine.  It  is 
(he  duty  of  all  persons  not  aliens  to  unite 
with  the  President  in  suppressing  a  re- 
bellion. Slaves,  in  the  relation  which 
they  occupy  to  the  national  government 
under  the  cocstitntion,  are  "persons." 
As  persons  they  are  thrice  named  in  the 
constitution,  and  by  no  other  name  what- 
ever. Especially,  under  the  clau.se  pro- 
viding for  direct  taxation,  they  are  enu- 
merated as  persons,  not  valued  as  prop- 
erty. The  term  "person''  is  used  more 
frequently  in  the  constitution  than  any 
other,  and  it  is  applied  expressly  to 
slaves,  and  to  the  whole  people  of  the 
United    States,     including  the  President 


and  Vice  President,  who  are  designated 
thereir  |i8  persons.  This  very  ({uestion, 
whether  slaves  are  per.sons  or  property 
under  the  constitulion,  arose  in  the  great 
case  of  (iroves  against  Slaiit'hler,  when, 
in  1841,  (with  a  single  dissenting  opin- 
ion, that  of  Judge  Baldwin)  after  the 
fullest  argument  on  both  sides,  it  was 
unanimously  decideil  by  the  Supreme 
Court  ol  the  United  States  ihai,  slaves,  in 
the  relation  which  they  hold  to  the  na 
tional  government  under  the  federal  con- 
stitution, are  persons  only,  and  not  prop- 
erty. 

Were  it  otherwise,  Massachusetts  could 
not  forbid  the  introduction  ol  slaves  from 
the  South  for  sale  there  as  merchandise  ; 
for  Massachusetts  could  not  prohibit  the 
introduction  of  the  cotton  or  any  proper- 
ty of  the  South  for  sale  as  merchandise 
within  her  limits,  for  that  would  have  been 
a  prohibition  of  the  exports  Ironi  State  to 
State,  which  is  forbidden  by  the  constitu- 
tion. My  own  elaborate  urgum-'nt  before 
the  Court,  as  one  of  the  counsel  in  that 
case,  will  be  found  in  the  appendi.x  of  the 
first  edition  of  the  fifteentli  volume  of 
Peter's  Reports. 

As  persons,  the  President  liai  a  right 
to  call  for  the  aid  of  all  rcsidii^g  in  the 
United  States,  except  aliens,  to  suppress 
the  rebellion.  He  has  a  right  to  call  fo- 
the  services  of  of  the  loyal  or  rebel  mas- 
ter-i  for  such  a  purpose,  as  well  as  for  the 
service  of  their  slaves. 

The  Emancipation  Proclamation,  then, 
of  the  President,  with  coraper.  alion  fo 
loyr.l  masters,  is  most  clearly  coiistitution- 
al  during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  and 
as  a  war  meas-ire  to  suppress  the  rcbell  ■ 
ion  and  save  the  Union,  and  such  must  be 
the  decif'ion  ol  the  .Stipreme  Court  of  the 
United  Slates,  to  which  tribunal  the  Presi- 
dent has  properly  submitted  the  final 
arbitrament  of'  the  constitutional  ques- 
tion. 

It  is  true,  when  the  rebellion  is  crush- 
ed, the  President  (;an  issue  no  new  eman- 
cipatioji  proclamation.  But  neither  can 
he  then  recall  or  modify  the  one  alread) 
issued ;  and  if  he  had  the  power  to  recall 
the  proclamation,  it  would  l>e  an  act  ol 
perfidy  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  Tlie  nation  would  be  so  utterly 
disgraced  by  such  bad  fVilh  as  would  be 
involved  in  the  revoi.'ation  of  the  Emanci- 
]>ation  Proclamation,  as  to  earn  the  con- 
tempt ol  all  honest  and  honorable  men, 
and  the  loss  of  .sympathy  of  the  industrial 
classes  and  workingmen  of  Europe,  whose 
rulers  would  then  no  longer  fear  to  recog- 
nize or  aid  the  South.  It  was  the  mag- 
nificent uprising  of  the  working  classes  ot 
Kngland  in  favor  of  the  Union,  that  alone 
saved  both  count)  ies  from  a  bloody  and 
rlisastrous  war, 

WHAT  18  Ak.Ml.STICi:  ? 

What  Is  an  armistice  ?  It  is  defiend  to 
he  a  suspension  of  war  for  a  limited 
period.  There  may  be  conditions  added, 
but  none  are  named  in  the  McClellin- 
Chieago  platform.  Of  course,  then,  it 
means  a  cessation  of  hostilities  Viy  land 
and  sea.  Indeed,  the  platform  is  weaker 
than  th'.s,  for  it  proposes  directly  a 
"cessation  of  hostilities."  not  by  land 
only,  or  by  sea  only,  but  of  course  by 
both,  a«  the  words  are  gentral.  Now. 
then,  the  blockade  of  the  rebel  ports,  and 
the  capture  or  destruction  of  blockade 
runners  and  their  cargois,  is  war  upon 
the  ocean.  This  blockade,  thp;i,  is  to  bu 
abandoned  during  the  armistice,  f  r 
there  is  to  he  a  cessation  of  hostilities 
upon  the  ocean  and  the  land. 

During  this  interval  ot  peace,  when 
there  is  to  \> ;  no  blockade  of  fcouthern 
ports,  what  is  to  follow?  By  their  own 
accounts  and  estimates,  the  Confederates 
have  within  their  limits,  in  cotton  (at  pres- 
ent prices),  tobacco  and  naval  stores,  a 
value  exceedint;  one  billion  of  dollars  in 
fiold.  Now,  then,  so  soon  as  the  armis- 
tice was  agreed  upon,  the  war  upon  the 
ocean,  including  the  blockade  having 
ceased,  the  whole  of  this  cotton,  tobacco 
;  nd  naval  stores  would  be  shipped  to 
fiurope.  or  pactly  to  Nassau,  on  the  way 
to  Europe,  and  this  enormous  amount  re- 
alised by  the  (^Confederate  government  in 
gold.  'VVe  know  what  tremtnduous  dis- 
asters have  been  produced  by  the  cotton 
lamine  in  England,  France  and  other 
countries.  Now,  the  firtt  effect  of  such 
shipments  would  be  the  total  ruin  of  all 
our  manufactures  of  cotton  and  other  tex 
tile  fabrics.  But  another  still  more  seri- 
ous result  would  follow. 

f'OKEION  KECOG.NITIO.V. 

It  is  the  boast  of  the  Confederate  lead- 
ers in  Europe,  since  the  adoption  of  the 
platform  at  Chicago,  that  upon  the  elec- 
tion of  their  candidates,  without  waiting 
four  months  forthe  inauguration  in  March 
next.  Napoleon  will  at  once  recognize 
the  Confederate  government.  Indeed,  I 
do  not  doubt  from  tne  circiimstantial  evi- 
dence (alibouch  I  do  not  knov  tb)  fact,) 
thiit  there  is  already  a  secret  understand- 
ing between  Jt^ff.  Davis  and  Napoleon 
the  Third  to  rtcognize  the  independence 
of  the  South,  upon  iha  election  of  the 
Chicago  candidates.  \\\\y  wait  four 
months  until  the  fourth  of  March  next, 
when  the  Anierican  peo[)!e,  by  endorsing 
the  Chicago  platform,  shall  have  declared 
fi>r  peace,  with  the  additional  announcc- 
intnl  in  that  platform  that  tlie  w,ir  for  the 
suppression  of  the  rebel!ioii  h.»s  failed? 

If,  indeed,  that  war  has  failet',  and  we 
cannot  thus  s  oppress  the  rebellion,  it 
would  not  only  be  the  right,  but  upon 
principle-  of  international  uw,  tl-e  duty 
of  every  foreign  power  to  acknowledge 
southern  independence.  Thus  is  it  that 
the  Chicago  McClellan  phtfonn  invites 
recognition.  Wliat  is  the  meaning  of  the 
recognition  of  the  independence  of  the 
South  by  France  under  such  cir.:nmstan- 
ces?  It  means  war.  It  means,  in  the 
first  place,  commercial  treities  stipula- 
ting great  advantages  iti  favor  of  France, 
and  perhaps  other  powers.  It  means,  of 
course,  the  overthrow  of  the  blockade,  so 
as  to  carry  on  those  trfa'iis.  it  means 
conditions  destructive  of  cur  interests, 
and  desirable  to  the  recognising    powers. 

There  will  be  no  recojjnition  of  the  in- 
pendence  of  the  South  by  Fi  ance  or  Eng- 
land, or  any  other  Power.if  Ai>raliam  Lin- 
coln should  be  elected  in  November  next. 
The  American  j>eoplewill  then  hive  loud- 
ly proclaimed  tlirough  the  ballot  box,  that 
they  can  and  will  subdue  the  rebellion  by 
f  jrce  of  arms  ;  and  that  they  will  continue 
to  negotiate  from  the  mouths  ofyour  can- 
non until  the  Southern  armies  shall  have 
been  dispersed  and  vanrjuished.  Upon 
the  news  of  the  re-election  of  Mr.  Lincoln 
rea'^hing  Europe,  the  Confederate  stock, 
now  waiting  the  success  of  tho  Chicago 
candidates,  will  fall  like  Lucifer,  to  rise 
no  more.  American  securities,  including 
those  of  the  Fwderal  and  loyal  State  Gov- 
ernments, of  railroads  and  other  compa- 
nies with  real  capital,  will  all  be  im- 
mensely appreciated  The  difTerence  in 
favor  of  onr  country,  including  tho  riie  in 
greenbacks,  would  be  equivalent  in  a  few 
months  to  faudreds  of  millions  of  doUari.

Rothschild  is  in  New  York  by — depu- 
ty. He  is  everywhere  but  nowhere  visi- 
ble. Wherever  there  is  a  ministerial  cri- 
sis, a  rebellion,  an  insurrection,  or  a  war, 
he  is  alw.ays  present.  Parties  engaged 
in  national  or  civil  conflicts  too  olt«n  for- 
get that  their  eause  can  be  aided,  or  re- 
tarded, or  ruiued  by  financial  operations. 
Sir  Walter  Scott  was  aware  of  this  fact 
when,  in  Rob  Roy,  he  made  Rashleigh 
Osbaldiston  rob  his  uncle  in  order  to  em- 
barrass tho  government.  Capitalists 
never  avert  their  eye  in  peaceful  or  troub- 
lesome times  from  the  national  exchei{uer ; 
and  their  object  is  invariably  to  serve 
themselves  without  being  deeply  con- 
cerned how  they  may  serve  their  coun- 
try. During  the  French  war  the  Roth- 
schilds, were,  though  invisible,  in  every 
capital,     in    every     banking    house,     in 


every  camp  and  every  battle-field. 
They  knew  better  than  those  engaged 
in  the  conflict  how  things  were  go- 
ing on,  and  how  they  were  likely  to  end  ; 
and  thf?  British  (iovernincnt  m  1816  re- 
ceived tardily  the  news  of  the  victory  of 
Waterloo  tkrougb  Mr.  Rothschild.  He 
did  bis  own  little  business  at  first,  and 
then  delighted  his  Majesty,  Ministry, 
anxiously  waiting  iiews  over  their  wine 
und  walnuts.

To  their  op- 
erations is  owing,  we  are  told,  the  con- 
fused state  of  the  money  market  in  New 
York.  Gold  went  down  to  II  or  12  ;  up 
18,  I'J,  21 ;  then  to  28,  30,  30,  then  down 
again.  Who  caused  this  rise  and  fall ! 
VV  ho  could  have  done  if  I  One  house 
only — the  house  of  Rothschild.  They 
were  superabundant  in  wealth ;  millions 
of  gold  were  at  their  control ;  the  un- 
thinking and  unreflecting  bell-wether 
speculators  in  Wall  street  were  under 
their  fascinations  and  the  result  is  a  state 
of  things  at  once  surprising,  unexpected 
and  most  influential.  The  Rothschilds 
believe  in  peace.  They  have  no  rever- 
e.  ce  for  the  North ;  but  they  have  a  great 
regard  for  profit.  Poverty  suggests  noth- 
ing but  poverty  ;  but  a  great  nation  con- 
solidated, as  they  conclude  America  will 
be,  must  yield  hereafter  those  large  gains 
which  have  truly  made  the  wonderful 
Jew  the  arbitrator  of  nations.

Truly,  this  has  been  a  week  of  unpre- 
cedented excitement  in  the  confederate 
cajiital.  What  with  Early's  retreat  down 
the  valley,  and  his  sturdy  stand  at  Brown's 
(iaj) — the  furious  cannonade  Wednesday 
night — tho  passage  of  the  large  hotly  of 
the  enemy  to  the  north  side  of  the  .James 
—the  capture  of  Fort  Harrison,  (the  key 
of  t  'haflin's ,  which  is  the  key  of  Drewry's) , 
our  vain  attempt  to  capture  back  this  im- 
|)ortant  work,  and  to-day  a  hard  fight  in 
the  middle  line  of  defences,  we  have  had 
such  A  time  as  we  never  had  before  since 
the  war  began,  and  such  as,  I  trust,  we 
shall  never  have  again.  We  are  accus- 
tomed to  foolish  and  long-continued  bell- 
ringing,  (kept  up,  I  believe  out  of  mere 
mischief,)  and  we  are  used  to  the  general 
turnout  of  citizens,  clerks,  and  Govern- 
ment employees,  that  the  incessant  thun- 
der of  big  guns,  only  three  miles  from 
low: ,  is  a  new  thing  to  us  entirely. 

Richmond  is  certainly  in  great'  danger 
— greater,  perhaps,  than  ever  before  ;  but 
the  people  do  not  realize  it.  Neither  did 
the  people  of  Vicksburg  or  Atlanta  real- 
ize their  danger,  after  they  became  used 
to  the  noise  cf  battle  at  their  doors.  The 
Divine  hand  may  again  interpose  in  our 
behalf,  as  it  has  so  often  done  heretofore, 
but  the  present  state  of  affairs  makes  me 
wish  that  the  liovernment  stores,  tho 
archives,  the  machinery  and  material  of 
war  were  safely  away.  The  loss  of  Rich- 
mond would  be  a  hard  moral  blow,  but 
we  could  bear  it  well  enough  if  our  ma- 
chinery and  munitions  were  saved.  But 
these  are  so  enormous,  and  our  transport- 
ation so  limited,  that  there  is  little  or  no 
chance  of  getting  them  away.

Exchanged  at  Lima,  April  V4,  186.1;  Proclaimed 
by  the  I'residuat  of  the  United  .Statex,  May 
lU,  18fi1.

Whkukas  a  C'Mvention  Ijetween  the  United 
.States  of  America  und  the  Republic  of  i'eiii  was 
conchidPd  and  sifrneclby  their  rflipectlvo  P.enlpo- 
tenliarie.s  at  the  city  of'Limti,  on  the  twiinlieth 
day  of  Uoceraber ,  iu  the  year  of  our  Lnnl  one 
thouK.nd  eight  hundred  and  8ixty-ti«o,  which 
Convention,  being  In  the  Knglish  and  ^paui8ll 
lauguageK,  U,  word  lor  word,  as  follows :

A  correspondent  sends  us  full  particu- 
lars of  the  disastious  fire  in  St.  Anthony 
last  Friday  night,  which  was  noticed  in 
the  Prk.x*  ol  Sunday.  The  lire  was  dis- 
tinctly seen  in  this  city  : 

St.  Axthoxy,  Oct.  20. 
Kdltoro  St.  I'aul  TrPiis. 

A  destructive  flre  occurred  at  this  place  last 
ni^tht  l)etwecn  the  hours  of  II  and  12,  which 
entirely  consumed  the  Academy  building 
with  all  or  nearly  all  the  school  l>ooks,  furni- 
ture, fiC.  The  tire  v  ;i<  »lr--t  di^c  )-,er^J  in  Miss 
Sinclair's  department  in  the  >>aiieinent;  l)ut  by 
the  time  assistance  eould  be  rendered,  it  was 
bcvunU  .<avini<.  TUo  tire  engines  were  upon 
the  ground,  but  did  :io  servire,  as  xvct  t  could 
not  be  procured.  Fire  engines  are  a  jfreat  in- 
stitutbn  in  this  city.  Three  engines  and  no 
water.  The  lity  would  do  well  to  dispose  of 
one  of  them  and  build  a  reservoir,  then  their 
two  remaining  engines  would  be  of  some 
serviet'. 

There  were  three  .irrades  of  studies  in  the 
buihtinL'.  The  High  .School  occupied  the  up- 
per story,  one  of  the  Intermediate  the  lower 
story,  and  the  other  Intermediate  and  I'rimary 
the  basement.  The  liring  of  the  building  was 
undoubtedly  the  work  of  an  iucendiary,  as 
th.TC  was  not  much  fire  kept  up  during  thf 
ilay  and  everything  was  apparently  in  a  safe 
eonJition.  Citizens  returning  from  the  Union 
meeting  at  Minneapolis,  p:issed  the  building 
not  more  th;in  fif;een  minutes  before  it  was 
discoviired  and  no  signs  of  tire  were  to  be  seen. 
The  structure  was  of  wood,  two  and  a  half 
btories  high,  and  was  valued  at  about  -93,000, 
uninsured. 

The  Hoard  of  Education  had  sncceeded  in 
furnishing  it  in  a  very  nice  and  tssty  manner 
j  a*  a  great  exiMnse.  Tliore  was  an  insurance 
on  the  furniture  in  City  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany nearly  enough  to  i-<»vcr  their  loss  in  this 
particular. 

This  is  a  great  loss  to  our  city,  but  we  have 
a  vii:il:int  board  who  will  set  to  work  and  see 
fha!  thecducitional  interests  of  this  cmmu  ■)■ 
ty  are  not  fotmd  lacking.

In  the  St  Panl  Pioneer,  issued  on  the  29th 
Hst.,  T  noticed  a  communication  from  Fort 
Snelling,  written  Oct.  *2.1d,  18C4,  translated 
from  tlie  Minnesota  VolksblaU,  .signed  by  thir- 
ty-two Germans, 

Xou-,  to  be  drafted,  is  nnpleas;tnt,  and  liv. 
ingin  the  draft  rendezvous,  at  Fort  Snelling 
makes  it  no  better;  yet  things  in  human  life 
often  occur,  more  unpleasant  than  these. 
Those  Germans,  in  their  communication,  com- 
plain oi"  being  "treated  as  wild  beasts  and 
criminals,"  and  •f  being  "actually  starved'." 
I  am  a  "ilrafted  man,"  and  have  been 
here  fifteen  days;  I  have  been  treated  every 
way  as  a  wian  and  have  never  gone  from  the 
table  hungry ,  bat  have  often  left  a  part  of  my 
rati>ns,  having  received  more  than  I  conld 
eat.  Of  course  my  treatment  and  fare  has 
t)cen  the  same  as  theirs,  .Sometimes  it  is  hard 
to  regulate  the  rations.  To-day,  rations  may 
lie  drawn  for  one  hundred  men,  and  before 
iMtioiis  can  be  drawn  a'.;ain,  ten  more  men 
may  have  come  in,  and  for  mncal  or  two  ra- 
tions m  '.y  Ije  short  Unf  who  is  to  blame  ■ 
.Such  evils  seem  unavoidable,  and  ought  not 
to  be  complained  of.  Our  » ooks  are  very 
kind  and  accommodating,  and  exercise  the 
christian  grace  of  patience  to  an  amazing  ex- 
tent toward  Ihc  men,  .some  of  Wiiom,  at  meals 
act  more  like  hungry  wolves  than  sane  men. 
Our  tea  and  coffee  is  .superior  to  that  furnish- 
ed by  our  lirst  class  hotcN.  Oiir  soups,  all 
■  ;.igs  considered,  are rjuitc  g)od.  The  Or- 
derly, Wm.  H.  Brov.n,  who  looks  after  the 
drafted  men  here,  and  draw.s  their  rations, 
l>ears  an  unspotted  character  for  honesty,  and 
Is  every  wav  kind  and  good  to  his  men.  Wc 
shall  mis;  him  much  when  wc  leave. 

If  during  our  ye;ir'.-.  .-crviec,  we  fall  into  no 
worse  hands  than  we  have  fallen  into  here,  we 
shall  have  but  little  cause  of  complaint. 

And  now  Iicfore  closing  let  inc  say  a  word 
In  reference  to  H.  W.  Bingham,  1st  Lieut. 
Co.  0, 2nd  Minn,  cavalry  volunteers,  who  is 
the  commanding  offlecr  of  the  drafted  men 
and  substitutes  at  this  po<t.  When  he  was 
appointed  to  this  position  the  selection  was 
wisely  made.  He  is  the  Jrafted  man's  friend. 
He  knows  what  belong*'  to  them, and  he  likes 
to  see  them  have  it.  He  is  alwavs  appronch- 
b!c  and  listens  to  the  requests  of  all  his  men 
and  as  far  as  his  sound  judgment  and  gen- 
erous heart  will  vlmit  of,  gr.ints  them.

Now,  t  ier>'  can  bt?,  and  iht-re  i-^,  noth- 
ing aeeiiUntal  in  th's  nniversiil  eo.ijurc- 
tion  of  slaverv  and  and  seeession.  niey 
stand  to,(;>'tl>er  in  th  •  inseparable  relation 
of  cause  and  ellV-et.  Seee.->ion  is  th'  in- 
evitible  lii^ieal  reanlt  of  slavery — thi- 
necessarv  eulnnn.siion  t>f  that  system  ol 
polirij  d  i-rhiL*  by  which  jlivt-ry  i.^  upht-lii 
aiiainst  a  dernoera'ic  lorin  ol  gcverniiiont 
For  the  two  th-ng.".  Slavery  and  L»e- 
mocraev  are  e.^jentially  anta<;oiii->tic. 
They  ar.--  not  only  irrtcon'ileabif.  Lu: 
they  are  hostile.  Tley  cannot  exist  to- 
gt-ther ;  f.T  .Slavery  reverses  th«  Innda- 
mental  principK'  ot  I^oniocracy,  flia'.  "a!t 
men  are  born  free,"  and  asserts  the  ari.s- 
toerati  •  uriiu;ipl«  that  sonic  mon  uitj  born 
to  rule,  and  others  to  serve  ;  that  orii- 
class  of  men  is  so  far  superior  to  another 
that  it  D»av  rif^htrnlly  hold  that  other  in 
servitnd''. 

Wc  need  not  follow  the     operation    o! 
thi.s  arisfocratie  prineipie  in  SontL-.'ra  so- 
ciety farther  than  to  note  the  f<iet  that  a- 
its  palpable  and    ue>  cssary    conseipience. 
the  masters  of  thf    slives    became    very 
soon  the-  iiia'itv''"-*  of  the  whif.'popnlation, 
and  that  a  {••*  ol  tl»o.  largest  jtlaveLolders 
in  each  State  monr>polized  all  the  power? 
of  government  therein.     To    secnre  ami 
strengthen  the  sis. very  interest,  they  dis- 
couraj^cd  and   npresfrd  free    l,''l'or   and 
free  school',  kept  five  sixths  of  the  popu- 
lation in  poverty  and  i^noranoe.  and  thiis 
destr'-yed  Derno-jnicy    in     li;e    South   Vr 
preventing   the  growth  of  an   intelbgen* 
industrial  coin!nunify  of    small     fiechold- 
ers,  such  as  in  the  %'orlJ«    constitutes  the 
popular   ami  ruling  class.     Over  this  ini 
nuense  pas^^ive  majority  of  "poor  whites" 
held      in      the      moral      subjection     of 
ij^norance       and        poverty.         a       few 
slave     lo'-d'i    in    each    Stat*i    maintained 
a  rule  as  despotic  as  that  of  th  '  Venetian 
oligarchy,  thon;jfh,    like  the    latter,  main- 
tainin;^  th-?  /'"/m*  of  Rejuiblican  govern- 
ment, as  req'iirpd    by  the    constitution  o( 
the  United  States.     Yet  the  literature  o( 
th**  South  l»  full   of  proofs  that  even  tie 
i:mp*y  form  of  .'Jubmittinc  tbc-r  decrees  to 
the  sanction    of  a  servile    and  submis.-Wi' 
populace,    was    hateful   to   'his   arroea:'! 
aristocracy,  and  that  \h*'\  wished  ami  d.-- 
*igned  to  exclude  the  mass  of  the  popii!. 
tion'frora   the  right   of  suffrage,   and    \\ 
some  States,  as  Son'h  Carolina,  they  «li  I 
so.      For    illusfratiors    of  this  prevailing 
tendency*  o(  slaveh'^ldiiiEf   sen'ijnent,  see 
the  array  of  extracts  from  Southern  doc- 
uments we  publish  on    our  second    page. 
But    while    on    the    n-.rrow    arena   of 
tb»"ir  respective  States,    a  small  minority 
ol  slave  lords   exercised  without  control 
ail  the  attributes    of  a   rulin;::  oligarehA , 
beyond  these  limits,  on  the  broad  theatr 
ol  national  politics  they  found  themselves 
confronted  by  the  great   industr  al   com- 
monalty  of  ttie  Frot;  North;  an  imper:- 
ous  and  self-willed    aristocratic  minority 
subjected  by  compact  to  the  great  Demo- 
cratic law  of  majorities,    and  the  habit  of 
unlimited  power  in  their  own   States,  di.-- 
puted  and  overrnled  liy  the  vulgar  wei'^it 
yf  nuiubt,rs,  in  the  national  councils. 

Inllated  with  an  a.«san;ption  of  class  ?•. 
periority,  di.->daining  political  association, 
even  as  rulers,  with  the  toiling  millions, 
whose  hands  were  soiled  with  the  labor 
they  regarded  as  only  fit  for  slaves, — is  it 
any  wonder  that  they  chafed  and  revolted 
at  the  prospect  ol  being  ruled  in  their  turn 
by  the  "  greasy  mechanics  and  hard-fiste  1 
farmers"  of  the  free  North  ? — That  a 
Union  which  bound  them  to  submit  to  th'> 
law  of  the  majority,  wh^n  that  majority 
ceased  to  be  the  subservient  instnnncnt 
of  their  ambition,  became  to  them  a  hate- 
ful yoke  of  bondage  ? 

"  We  teceded,"  said  Jeff.  Davis,  "  i.» 
get  rid  of  the  rule  of  majorities. ' 

In  these  tin  words  is  summed  up  thw 
whole  philosophy  of  the  llebellion.  They 
tell  the  whole  story. 

Secession  is  simply  a  revolt  of  the  mi- 
nority  against  the  rule  of  the  majority. 
And  the  doctrine  of  State  Sovereignty, 
from  which  the  right  of  secescion  is  de- 
duced, is  simply  an  assertion  of  the  ari.<- 
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tics  of  Minnesota,  we  should  think  the 
man  was  crazy ;  yet  that  is  precisely  what 
the  slave  lurds  of  Si>uth  Carolina  and 
iieorjiia  have  done,  and'assert  their  right 
til  do.  And  il  .^n  individual  or  minority 
I)arty  to  the  national  comj)ac'  may  annul 
it  or  secede  from  it,  a:;  individual  or  mi- 
nority may  lor  Idte  reason  repudiate  the 
authority  of  any  minor  municipal  organi- 
zation, ortho  social  compact  il«ell.  ,ind 
V  wag  by  a  [terlectly  logical  application 
of  the  |-rinciple  upon  which  he  justified 
the  secession  of  the  Cotton  States,  that 
Fernando  Wood— then  Mayor — advised 
the  sece8»ion  of  New  York  City  from 
the  State  ol  New  York.  Once  admit  thi.s 
destructive  prir.ciple  and  tiie  whole  fabric 
ol  Government  falls  to  pieces. 

The  fiv»'  i{uick-sand  confederacies  into 
which  Vallandigham  proposed  to  rccotn- 
bine  the  InT-^ments  of  the  dissolved  Union, 
botu.d  toreiher  by  no  principle  of  eohe- 
sio»,  would  break  up  at  the  breath  of  a 
discontented  mmority.  liven  .States 
would  be  split  up  into  rival  and  hostih 
sections,  and  the  greut  cities  would  shake 
oll'theyokeol  Sta'e  government.  Every- 
where aniKHl  faction  would  usurp  the 
power  abdicated  by  the  Dc'mocratie  rub- 
of  mfijarilies,  and  force  seize  the  reins 
resigned  by  opinion,  until,  after  an  age  o! 
internecine  war  between  a  hundred  or  a 
thou.sand  jm  tfy  prin.-ipa'ities,  the  desola. 
t-'il  land  Would  welcome  relief  trom  uni- 
versal anarchy  in  the  autocratic  centrali- 
ization  ot  a  military  despotism,  and  crown 
with  gratitude  the  loieign  i-oncpicrer  wh  > 
would  rescue  it  from  the  multitude  ot" 
petty  tyrants  :  and  the  instinct  of  national 
unity  would  again  assert  itself  as  the  only 
foundation  of  public  order,  after  liberty 
had  been  forever  lost  in  the  e.vperiment 
ol  disintegration. 

Slavery,  Aristocracy,  XuUitication,  Se- 
cession, national  disintegration,  interne-

In  aii  Cf^<--:  iHid  idl  cni'Titrir's  .\rIstoc- 
T^A-y  La*  been  the  relentless,  eternal  en- 
emy of  two  thing.^ :  populir  liberty  and 
nation  il  unity;  cf  pop'd:-r  lil>etty.  be- 
cin^c  if  i.s  the  only  foundation  of  national 
unity,  (except  the  unity  of  des|)Otie  cer- 
tralizatiotOo'"'!  of  nationa' unity,  becaus'* 
it  is  the  oidy  security  lor  popular  lib- 
erty. 

When  Kurcpe,  in  the  dark  or  middle 
a.f^es,  w,';s  divi'.'ed  anionjf.  i;nd  ijoverneJ 
by.  the  feudal  cliiefs.  the  iden  of  nation 
or  commt'iiweahh  had  no  exi^iteiuie.  Na- 
tionality or  patriotifm  were  sentiments 
si>  entirely  unknown,  tliat  even  the  words 
whi"li  express  them  are  not  found  in  i'jii- 
ropean  lanauages  till  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury.

I'opniarliKerty  v'jxs  the  mother  of  Natioi:- 
ality,  an<l  the  loi»g  contest  of  Democracy 
with  .Vri.-tocrauy  in  the  Old  Wo;ld  w.  ■■ 
been  a^.  much  a  conte-t  for  national  unity 
as  lor  popular  rights — as  every  reader  cf

And  goin^  hack  to  the  mast  ancient 
history  v.-,i  tind  the  same  old  story.  No- 
where do  we  finil  tiie  princijilc  of  Stale 
sovereignty  so  thoroughly  and  bO  mourn- 
fully excmplitied  «.s  ir  the  petty,  isolated 
republics  ol  ancient  Greece ;  and  hcr<-, 
;oo,  we  lir.d  the  most  venerable  and  most 
striking  types  of  those  o)>po8ite  s} stents 
of  government  which  have  been  conteui'- 
in:^  for  supremacy  through  the  who!e 
course  of  hislorj-,  to  er:d  their  contest  :'t 
last,  let  us  hone, upon  our  own  soil,  in  th" 
triumph  of  liberty  on  Tuesday  next. 
On  one  side  of  the  Saronic  gulf,  the  Ohio 
river  oi  that  age.  stood  the  superb  a<>d 
imperial  Athens,  prototype  of  the  Iree 
North,  gn.irdian  and  primate  of  all  th^ 
Grecian  Democratic  Republics  ;  on  the 
other,  proud  and  semi -barbarous  Spat^a. 
the  South  of  that  day,  with  her  Helot.", 
(slaves)aiid  htir  Periueki.  (poor  whites) 
wa-i  the  champion  and  despot-leader  cf 
all  the  Grecian  oligarchies.  Now,  mark 
the  contrast.  The  whole  tendency  of 
the  Athenian  Democracy,  in  all  its  splen- 
did and  marvellous  march  of  develop- 
ment, was  to  a  Pan-Hellenic  unity,  the 
association  of  the  (rreeian  Republics  in  a 
grand  federative  nationality.

Price 
was  lo  over>vhelni  Missouri,  Hood  to 
drive  Sherman  out  of  Georgia,  and  Early 
to  smash  u>>  Sheridan  and  invade  Penn- 
sylvania. Th  ;»e  three  grand  schemes  have 
been  tried  siiuuUaneously,  and  sioiuitane- 
ously  fail'd.  Hood  has  been  foiled, 
whipped  at'd  driven  out  of  Georgia, 
Price  ha.s  be<  ;s  routed  and  driven  pell 
nvll,  with  i.i.  •  loss  of  all  his  artillery,  his 
trains,  his  am.uunition.  and  nearly  his 
whole  anny,  out  of  Missouri,  and  Early, 
reinforced  with  the  tlov.  cr  of  Lee's  army, 
has  been  ran.'ed,  thrashed  and  driven 
with  the  loss  of  nearly  all  his  artillery, 
with  immense  losses  of  men,  material  and 
complete  prostration  of  his  morale,  out 
of  the  Shenando.ih  Yaliey.  With  these 
three  grand  schemes  were  connected 
other  minor  electioneering  operations. 
Forrest  was  to  play  the  devil  with  Tennes- 
see     He  was  driven  out  in  a  hurry. 

The  Sons  of  Liberty  were  to  get  up  a 
grand  insurrection,  but  their  plot  was  re- 
vealed, their  arsenals  seized,  and  the 
wh'.de  thing  broken  up. 

Then  the  Canada  rebels  were  to  make 
a  grand  descent  upon  our  Noithern  bor- 
der, burn  our  cities,  seize  our  vessels, 
plunder  and  destroy  and  kill.  They  were 
detected  and  circumvented  ;  and,  except 
a  little  pir.atical  exploit  on  Lake  Erie, 
and  thf ir  li'tle  raid  into  Vermont,  in  both 
of  which  the  chief  perpetrators  were 
caujjht, — this  scheme  has  been  a  dead 
failure.

W^hen  the 
wonderful  growth  of  the  Athenian  Em- 
pire, with  its  league  of  a  hundred  cities, 
with  its  superb  and  splendid  eiviliaation, 
its  marvellous  triumphs  in  art,  letters, 
eloquence,  commerce,  and  industry,  at- 
tested the  energy  and  the  "solidarity"  of

The  most  gigantic  and  the  meanest 
fraud  ever  attempted  to  be  practiced  up- 
on a  free  people,  next  to  the  Chicago 
Platform  itself,  is  the  villainous  scheme  by 
which  the  friends  of  McClellan  in  New 
York  have  endeavored  to  cheat  the  New 
York  8oldier.^  out  of  their  votes.  The 
telegraph  has  brought  us  some  of  the  de- 
tails of  this  enormous  iniquity ;  of  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  discovered  ;  of  the 
arrest  oi  some  of  the  chief  perpetrators  ; 
of  the  trial  of  one  of  them,  his  conviction 
and  bis  confession  of  the  crime  in  all  its 
bold,  black,  naked,  astounding  wicked- 
nes?.  The  New  York  soldiers  vote  by 
proxy,  that  is  to  say,  they  send  their  votes 
home  to  friends  to  whom  they  give  pow- 
ers of  attorney  to  deposit  them  in  the  bal- 
lot box  on  election  day.  The  agents  ap- 
pointed by  Gov.  Seymour  to  distribute 
tickets,  were  of  course  iu  many  cases  the 
medium  of  their  conveyance  to  their  des- 
tination. Th«  se  fellows  had  rendesvous 
in  Baltimore,  Harper's  Ferry  and  else- 
where, where,  before  sending  the  votes 
home,  they  opened  thi  envelopes  and  sub- 
stituted McClellan  for  Lincoln  votes. 
But  this  was  the  least  part  of  the  huoe 
swindle.  A  gang  of  forgers  was  employ- 
e  1  to  forge  ballots  and  powers  of  attorney 
for  dead  or  absent  soldiers,  and  to  fill  in 
the  blanks  with  forged  names  ol  attorneys 
and  witnesses.

I  l)clievc  General  McClellan  and  Mr.  Lin- 
coln both  desire  peace — both  the  re.--ti)ration  of 
the  Union.  The  one  favors  the  return  of  the 
.Southern  States  with  Slavery,  tuc  other  wish- 
es those  .States  to  return  without  that  institu- 
tion. 1  Ijclieve  that  the  revolted  citizens  for- 
feited all  rights  they  had  under  the  Constitu- 
tion when  they  turned  traitors,  thattbe  Eman- 
cipation Proclamation  le«aliy  and  rightfully 
set  eveiy  slave  free.  I  am  as  much  opposed 
to  again  legalizing  that  institution  in  the  South 
as  I  would  be  to  its  introduction  into  the 
Northern  States. 

I  am  in  favor  of  the  return  of  the  Southern 
St;\tes,  and  think  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  same  tlag  will  float  over  us  all,  and 
when  that  happy  day  shall  arrive  I  hope  that 
the  rights  we  enjoy  will  be  freely  accorded  to 
thcni,  and  no  more.  They  could  purchase 
slaves ;  we  caunoc.  They  had  more  repre- 
sentatives iu  Congress,  according  to  their  vot- 
ing population,  than  we  had. 

Under  the  last  census  South  Carolina  had 
201,000  whiles.  She  was  entitled  to  six  mem- 
bers of  Congres  i.  Connecticut  bad  45 1,000 
whiles,  but  was  entitled  to  but  four  members 
of  Congress.  Alatjama  had  seven  members, 
with  526,000  u'Litcs.  Iowa  had  only  six,  with 
673,000.  Mis.sissippi  had  five  members,  with 
.354,000.  California,  with  35S.00O,  had  only 
three.  When  the  Southern  .States  return  I 
shall  be  in  favor  of  their  votiug  population 
being  equally  represented  with  our  own,  and 
no  farther. 

When  the  Southern  armies  are  conquered 
peace  will  follow  and  th'^  iion-slavebolding 
portion  of  the  Southern  inliabitunts  will  be  at 
a  loss  to  account  for  their  having  taken  up

wages  in  the  So;itli  are  controlled  Ijy  the 
price  of  slaves,  aud  ! he  value  of  slaves  was 
controlled  by  a  lew  men  of  wealth.  Can  any 
laboring  man  believe  ih.  t  wages  in  the  South 
do  not  have  an  influence  upon  wages  at  the 
North  }  It  is  suid  that  if  the  slaves  are 
set  free  their  labor  will  come  in  com- 
petition v.ith  white  labor.  That  is  not  so, 
for  under  a  free  government  nothing  human 
can  control  lalwr — it  is  only  cmtrolled  where 
despotism  reigns  in  the  old  world  and  in  the 
Slave  States.  Hereafter,  as  heretofore,  all 
will  find  enough  to  do — and  after  peace, 
labor  will  I>e  in  greater  demand  than  ever,  lor 
new  enterprises,  new  fields  will  l)e  opened,  the 
power  that  has  so  long  clogged  enterprise,  will 
1)0  crushed.

fell  into  a  rebel  trap  on  Thursday  laat. 
When  General  Weitzel  reached  the  Wil- 
liamsburg road,  he  found  a  wide  open 
space,  and  disconnected  redoabta  on  ei- 
ther side  of  the  highway.  The  place 
seemed  favorable  for  a  demonstration, 
and  the  works  seemed  only  feebly  man- 
ned, the  enemy  using  but  one  gun  in  the 
redoubt  to  the  right  ol  the  road.  Gen. 
Weitzel  deemed  it  advisable  to  essay  the 
the  capture  of  these  works,  and  sent  into 
the  assault,  Cullum*£  atul  Fairchild'a 
brigades.  Ti<- troops  advanced  gallant- 
ly with  a  cheer,  to  within  a  few  hundred 
yards  of  the  works  on  the  right,  when 
suddenly  the  other  work  opened  a  deadly 
cross  fire  of  grape  and  t^chrapnel,  and 
our  troops  were  in  a  trap  from  which 
there  was  little  chance  of  escaping.  Tbe 
majority  of  both  brigades  were  made 
prisoners.

The  rebels  attempted  to  play  a  sharp 
trick  last  night  in  our  lines,  which  was 
only  partly  successful.  The  main  object 
of  attack  was  defeated  with  considerable 
loss  to  them.  At  the  point  of  connectioa 
between  the  2d  and  5th  corps  pickets  the 
rebels  made  an  entrance,  passing  from 
one  post  to  another,  taking  all  men  pria- 
oners.  They  then  sent  forward  a  heavj 
force  to  charge  the  line  of  our  earthwork*, 
in  hopes  of  reaching  our  centre ;  but  our 
men  had,  meanwhile,  formed  behind  the 
works,  and  received  the  rebels  with  such 
a  fire  as  drove  them  back  with  hetwr  loss. 
A  second  attempt  ended  with  like  results. 
Though  the  tiring  was  kept  up  all  night 
our  loss  may  be  set  down  at  387  men  cap- 
tnred,  killed  and  wounded.  The  enemy  a 
must  have  been  heavy,  as  they  advanced 
in  range  of  our  batteries,  though  it  being 
dark,  our  men  had  not  good  range.

his  men,  whose  feet  were  again  to  tread 
the  soil  of  Tennessee:. 

As  for  the  damage  to  the  radroad,  it  is 
an  inconvenience,  but  nothing  more.

Since  my  l3»t  commnnication,  the  "'>loody 
Eleventh"  (.\.  Ward  would  call  this  saikasm) 
has  made  a  Iwld  advance  on  the  re.sen-e,  ami 
taken  up  lURrrers  at  Gallatin,  the  county  seat 
of  Sumner  county,  Tennessee.  The  imme- 
diate cause  "f  ibis,  I  siifiposc  to  l)e  the  fact, 
that  a  detachment  of  colored  soldiers  were  at- 
tackc'!  Iiy  a  p.'.rty  of  busbwhaekcrs,  and  de- 
feated, after  v.liieb  they  proceeded  to  choji  tip 
their  rictims  irifh  axes,  n  f  ter  the  most  npjiroved 
Indian  style.  Our  lioys  came  upon  the  ground, 
and  this  chivniry  thought  it  was  goimr  to  tjc 
too  wurin  to  be  interesting,  and  just  got  up 
and  loft.  'I'his  chivalry  are  now  contenting 
themselves  by  p'acini'  ob.strin-tions  upon  the 
railroad,  and  then  nttackine  the  unguarded 
freight  tniins  atid  burning  them.  How  long 
this  will  continue,  will  depend  on  circum- 
stances, which,  for  the  present,  nsay  be  deem- 
ed contraband. 

Our  regiment  are  ordered  to  do  guard  dutj- 
on  the  Kiilrord  between  Nashville  and  the 
Kentucky  line,  for  the  winter,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Gali!,,t'n.  The  regiment  for  the  pres- 
ent is  divided  as  follows  ;  Co.  H  at  .Micheli.'-- 
ville.  C  at  Tiebland,  A  at  Buck  Lodge,  F  and 
K  uf  South  Tunnel,  G,  E  and  I  at  Gnllatin,  D 
at  Alcxand'  r's  Bridge,  Pilot  Knob,  and  San- 
dersviile,  and  n  nt  Drake's  Creek,  Manscur 
Creek,  and  Ed:.'artleld  Junction.  This  is  un- 
plcasont  on  ninny  accounts,  as  a  regiment, 
but  our  men  very  soon  icarn  to  adapt  thcni- 
seives  to  circumstances,  and  do  not  com- 
plain . 

We  left  the  lollowing  men  in  the  ho.spital 
at  Nashville:  Private  Prodger,  Co.  H ;  Capt.

Redding,  Co.  1'. 

Sim-e  then,  wc  have  learned  that  all  that 
could  be  moved  with  safety  from  the  hospitals 
In  Nashville,  l:a\c  liccn  sent  North,  and  some 
oftheKk-vemb  were  included.  What  ones 
we  have  yet  boon  unable  to  I'^arn. 

While  doing  guard  duty  lietween  Nashville 
and  Cliattauo  g  .  a  sail  accident  occurred  to 
one  of  our  men.  Private  O.  S  Curtis,  of  Co. 
H,  in  getting  into  a  car,  pulled  his  gun  in  af- 
ter him,  and  caught  the  hammer  on  the  car, 
when  the  pi>Te  was  discharged,  the  b.d!  pass- 
ing into  bis  baek  and  coming  out  iu.-t  under 
bis  chin,  and  thus  can-ving  iiway  a  portion  of 
his  lower  jaw.  This  is  the  first  accident  worth 
mentioning,  thnt  h:is  occurred  in  our  rcgi- 
m.nt,  and  we  fcil  sad  to  think  that  one  i-o 
soon  shonid  fall,  and  this,  too,  at  his  own 
hand-j 

The  ge  leral  health  of  the  regiment  is  im- 
provinc,  and  as  the  cold   weather   comes  on, 
we  hope  to  get  acclimated  before  more  active 
duties  ere  required  at  our  hands.

In  the  course  of  two 
or  three  hours,  an  examination  of  bis  little 
fK)xes  developed  the  fact  that  he  bad  sold  sev- 
enteen of  Lincdn's  pictures,  while  only  four 
of  Little  Mac's  had  disappeared  from  bis  box. 
He  then  told  the  crowd  bow  the  matter  stood, 
and  called  upon  all  McClellan  men  to  come 
forward  and  piirch.ise  the  picture  of  tbeir 
sndidate,  find  intim.ifcd  also  that  if  they  suf- 
fer him  to  run  so  far  behind  he  vonld  pub- 
lish the  fact  in  the  newspapers,  and  they 
should  lieiir  the  scandal  of  it.  He  could,  how- 
ever, fin'l  no  more  buyers  for  Little  Mac.  The 
balam-e  were  left  ou  his  hands,  a  perfect  drug 
in  the  market. 

The  four  that  were  sold  were  disposed  of  as 
follows : 

One  to  a  man  in  the  guard  house,  where  no 
resjKinse  could  be  raised  for  Uncle  Abe,  nor 
none  of  his  pictnres  sold. 

One  wJR .sold  toan  enlisted  man,  who  seem- 
ed to  have  no  politics,  but  wanted  both  kinds 
of  pictnres  to  send  to  his  children.

Hating 
Nlw  J-iiigiand,  and  jealous  of  her  miluence  and 
resiources,  anil  claiming  fli.'t  thejnterests  of 
ihc  West  are  South,  nattiii.iiy  connected  as 
tUey  are  through  the  Mi-^sissippi  Vailcy,  are 
identical,  and  actuated  fur.dierby  nn  intenseiy 
revolutionary  spirit,  as  well  as  th3  unbridled 
and  unprincipled  ambiii-in,  these  men  have

SOLDIERS'   VOTES. 

Hazardoiiii  Tiip    of    Comuii: - 
sioner  Kmitli  to  ISebcldoin. 

Hon.  Ansel  Smith,  one  of  the  Cuni- 
mfsr<ioners  appointed  to  receive  the  vo!  s 
of  Minnesota  solders  In  Sherman's  t;r- 
my,  returned  from  his  trip  yesterday. 

Nothing  unusual  occurred  until  lie 
reached  Nashville,  when  he  found  tho  ro.  d 
to  Chattanooga  blockaded  and  was  tii;- 
tained  for  several  days.  A  portion  of 
this  time  was  occupied  taking  the  votes  of 
soldiers  in  hospitals.  Ciiattanooga  w  ts 
reached  at  last,  but  the  morning  he  ar- 
rived there  news  was  received  that  some 
of  the  bridges  on  the  road  to  Atlanta  h:id 
been  destroyed,  and  anoVbtr  delav  of 
twelve  days  occurred.  .Mr.  Smith  was 
on  the  first  train  that  started  through, 
but  when  they  reached  Tilton,  learn 
ing  that  Resaca,  six  miles  beyondl 
was  attacked  by  the  rei<cls.  Genera, 
Scholield,  who  was  on  board  ordered  the 
train  back  to  Chattanooga  via  Cleveland 
Immediately  after  the  train  went  back  the 
rebels  struck  the  railroad  and  tore  up  the 
track  from  Tunnel  Hill  to  Resaca,  a  dis- 
tance of  twenty-three  miles,  and  within 
an  hour  after  ttey  passed  through  Dalton 
it  was  surrendered.
